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2. Daring thé year under review two important Government Orders were passed, in 
connection With (1) the Reports on Epigrap iy and (2) the publication of South- Indian 
Inscriptions. In the first of these it was suggested that in column 5 of appendices B, 
and C—lista of inscriptions~—full details of dates as entered in the inscriptions; | 
should be given together with some indication as to their probable age, in cases where 
this appears necessary and where the Saka year is not mentioned. The former has 
been done; but in adopting the latter some difficulty has been felt inasmuch as the 
records of the medieval Chola and Pandya kings of the 12th and 13th centuries of, 
the Christian era—records where. presumably some indication as to the probable age 
i expected—refer themselves to many details of transaction but rarely mention facts 
by which we eould further approximate the age of these kings. Paleographical 
evidence in this direction, is impossible; for no appreciable differences in writing are 
‘seen Within one century or two. Still, where some indication was forthcoming from 
internal evidence as regards the approximate date of an inscription, it-has not been left 
unnoted either in the‘ Remarks ” column of the appendices or in Part 11 of the 
‘Report, under the particular dynasty to which thg king belongs. The results of the 
calculation of dates found in inscriptions of the last year’s collection have heen kindly 
furnished by the Hon’ble Diwan Bahadur Լ. D. Swamikannu Pillai Avargal, M.A., BIss ` 
LL.B.; and have been embodied in appendix D. The dates of the current year calculated). 
bý the same scholar are included in appendix E, below. Full particulars ‘as to the 

“district, taluk and village in which the inscriptions are found have also been given in 
«column 2 of the lists where the village names occur for the first time. 


3. G.O. No. 47, Public, dated 9th January 1934, lays down the principles to be 
followed as regards the future working of the department in the matter of collection 
„and publication. schedule of thé contents of inscriptions as hitherto given in the 
appendices to Part I of the Report and a digested summary of facts gleaned from the 
inscriptions examined during the year which forms Part 11 of the Report, are not 
found to be enough, In the opinion of competent scholars whom the Government 
11876 consulted, the work of the Epigraphical Department 18 best done “ by transdrib- 
ing the full texts of selected inscriptions as accurately as possible, supplying a careful 
translation, adding brief notes where they appear to be called for, (without however 
dealing with the material in an over-elaborate manner) and. publishing the results. 
with such facsimiles of the original inscriptions as may seem to be necessary.” The 
Government also welcome any assistance which may be obtained from honorary workers 
in the preparation of inscriptions for publication. The programme of work of the 
department thus defined will ‘henceforth consist of (1) collection of inscriptions, 
(2) preparation of transcripts and (3) publication of the more important of them with 
texts and translations and with ‘facsimiles where necessary. Items (1) and (2) are 
being regularly attended to year after year, so much so that in the large collection 
-of inscriptions in this office only a tenth remains untranscribed. Item (3) applies to 
“the publication of South-Indian Inscriptions of which Volume JI, Part IV, was issued 
last year by the late Rai Bahadur Մ. Venkayya, Part Մ of the same Volume 
‘containing a general Introduction to Volume II, Index and two Pallava copper-plate ` 
inscriptions (with translations and facsimile plates) has been prepared during the year 
‘and sent to the Press. It is in galley proof and I hope to issue the part in a few 
months. Before any dynastic volumes of the series could be taken up, I beg to submit 
that Volume 111 of South-Indian Inseriptions, of which Parts I and II have been 
already issued hy Professor Hultzsch, must be continued by bringing out at least two ՛ 
more parts with some important Chola records and facsimiles, making thus Volumes 11 
and III relate almost entirely to Chola kings. Volume IV will have similarly to be 
devoted to the Pindyas exclusively.

Tours AND DIARY oF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT. 


ò. ivuriug the year under review I did not undertake any long tours for 
inspecting temples and copying inscriptions. A short trip to Madras and Conjee- 
veram from 26th August to 7th September 1913 was taken up in studying the 
notes on iconography kindly sent by the Director-General through his Assistant 
‘ir. V. atesa .\yyar, B.A, and examining the stone and copper images at the 
Kkamrésvarasvamin temple, Conjeeveram. My stay at Poona for twenty days in 
the months vt November and December was spent in directing the preparation of 
illustrative plates for Mr. Rice’s Coorg Inscriptions (vide G.O. No. 1285, Public, dated 
the 1501 October 1913). At Bezwada I examined once again the pillar in the Mallés- 
arasvimin temple with the Old Telugu metrical record on it and arranged with the 

v s'ldar for its removal to the local Museum. I hear from that officer that the trustees 

egiine to remove the pillar to the Museum. Arrangements will have to be made 
fur putting it up in a central place within the temple premises where all scholars can 
hive aceess to the record. The Archeological. Superintendent having called my 
attention to inscriptions at Vinukonda and Ipiiru, these were secured on my way back 
from Poona.

fn obedience to G.O. No. 649, Public, dated the 26th May 1913, Mr. P 
- gvanatha Ayyar, the Photographer, was sent to Simla on llth June 1913 to 
bring back the negatives of photographs taken by, this office and stored at Simla 
from 1906-07 to 1908-09. Mr. Visvanatha Ayyar returned to head-quarters on- 
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29th June: 19T3. Mr: K. Rama Sastri, the Kanarese Epigraphical Student, started on 
tour for’ Coorg on FQth June ‘1913. to take. copies of some inscriptionis which had 
recently been discovered’ and. were requisitioned: by’ Mr.. Rice: for insertion in, his 
Coorg Inseriptions, On the 22nd Rama Sastri was joined by Mr. 0. R. Krishnama 
Achar, the newly appointed Telugu Epigraphical Student. Both of them toured in 
Coorg till 8rd July 1913. They thence proceeded to the Bellary district where they 
inspected all villages of the Bellary taluk, copying inscriptions. On the 12th 
September 1918, the Telugu Epigraphical Student left Bellary for the northern 
districts of the Presidency and visited the places included in the programme submitted 
with. my last Annual Beport and. returned to head-quarters on 25th October 1913. 
Meanwhile tlie Kanarese Epigrapliical Student also returned to Ootacamund on 411 
October 1913 after finishing his work in the Bellary taluk. Mr. G. Venkoba Rao, 
the Senior Assistant, left Ootacamund: on. nd August 1913 and remained touring till 
8rd December T913.. From the 4th to 19եհ August he was.engaged in copying the 
stone. inscriptions preserved in the Madras Museum (G.0. No. 482, Public, dated 
150 April 1913).

THs YEAR'S WORK, 


T. The:advance proof of the Annual Report: for 1912-13 which, was' submitted 
to-Government on: 100 July’ 1913 was read in final’ proof: and returned to’ the Press 
on. 20th. August 1913: 


The. Superintendent, Government Museum, kindly handed over to me. for exam- 
ination while,L was:at. Madras in the beginning of. September,.many. clay: seals and 
votive tablets which had been. discovered at.Sankaram. (Vizagapatam district) by, 
Mr. Rea, in the year 1907. These. were-found to be very, interesting, pearing. 
miniature. chaityas with. the figure. of Buddha seated. within them and having,the 
Buddhist creed: Ye dhammé,. etc.,. engraved: below the Buddha,. on the pedestal. 
Mr., Rea has given a. Plate illustrating the different.forms of these votive tablets and 
seals, opposite page 172. of the Director-General’s Annual for 1907-08. One of the 
seals-has. a contrivance made at its bottom, so that. it may. be fastened on to some 
valuable object and bears the legend: Saiyakdnts [Sri] incised’ in early, Chalukyan 
characters with; a floral device below and.a lamp-stand and. a triple umbrella (?) 
above. Another similar. seal. bears.the legend P[z]idurjjaya 874 in characters of 
about’ the same period, with, a.floral device below and a crescent-mark. above. A 
dozen seals bore legends inscribed in the negative and were evidently meant for 
making impressions on some soft material. One of these was found to contain the 
name Réchapa and'Ywo others, the name A[ dh jyapati in‘ Nāgarī oharaeters of about 
the 9th century A.D. 


Most.of the Pali, Telugu, Tamil. and. Kanarese records copied by: my Senior 
Assistant in. the Madras Museum. have been identified with.those already pub- 
lished in the -Archeological volumes or, with those secured by. this office in: previous 
years.. The-identified, records have. not. consequently been. included in the list of 
inscriptions copied. during the year. The new Pali records. examined and entered in 
the appendix.are as. usual found to refer to the grant of.a stone, a pillar or a railing 
made by lay disciples to the stipa in which these. inscribed stones were unearthed. 
The Superintendent, Government Museum, will be. supplied witha, list .of all: the 
identified records, giving references to.the books in. which they have been noticed. 


8: One hundred and sixty-three villages-were examined and 884 new inscriptions 
were copied ‘during the year undér review; one of them being a: novel record engraved 
ona conch presented ‘te the temple of ‘Varadaraja-Perumil at 'Toludir in or about the 
beginning -of ‘the: 1800 Century A:D. (No. 402).

the new candidate who was appointed in’his pliee has: yet to be trained in the ‘work 
of ‘copying and-‘colleeting: inscrrptions. All'the-insertptions’includédd in appendix B 
have been tentatively transcriped. The-ttanscribts-of ‘last year have- beendistributed 
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into ‘the. several files arranged under various dynasties and index tickets prepared to 
facilitate collation.: The work done:in connection with the publication of South- 
Indian Inscriptions has been referred to in paragraph 3, above 


9. Appendix A includes 12 copper-plate inscriptions examined during the year. 
E. M. Hood, Esq., 1.C.S., was kind enough to send me a valuable set of plates on 
which was engraved a long inscription,a charter granted to 46 Brahmanas on the 
occasion of the obsequial ceremonies of the king’s son who died ona battle-field. The 
plates will be deposited in the Madras Museum. Another set of copper-plates of a 
much earlier period were secured for examination through Mr. Venkatarayappa, the 
karnam of the village of Kafichasamudram in the Hindupur taluk of the Anantapur 
district. These bear an inscription of one of the early Ganga kings of Mysore and 
throw much light on their chronology. The purchase of the plates for the Govern- 
ment Museum is under correspondence. J. N. Roy, Esq., I.C.S., Collector of Guntur, 
forwarded for examination a Pallava grant of the time of a certain Vijaya-Vishnu- 
gopavarman. Though full of mistakes the plates are important enough and supply 
some information for settling the Pallava genealogy prior to the time of the 
Simbavishnu line of Conjeeveram. Mr. Ramdas Pantulu of Jeypore and Mr. J 
Ramayya Pantulu have as usual been kind enough to lend their valuable collection 
of copper-plates, for my inspection. The Eastern Ganga record of the Maharaja 
Indravarman supplied by the former mentions the capital Dantapura (४.८. Kalinga- 
nagara-Mukalingam ; see Ep. Ind. Vol. VIIJ, ք. 161) and contains the date 1419] 
expressed in numerical symbols—the astronomical details given being Pushya, di. 20 
in one portion of the inscription aid Kartika-Paurnamé@s, in another portion. Mr. 
Ramayya Pantulu’s collection consists of four early Eastern Chalukya plates and of one 
record of the Vishnukundin king Maharaja-Madhavavarman alias Janasraya-Maha- 
raja. ‘Bhis last must be a new and a later member of the family of Vishnukundins 
to which belonged Indravarman of the Ramatirtham Plates (shortly to be published) 
and Vikraméndravarman JI of the Chikkulla Plates (Ep. Ind. Vol: IV, pp. 193 ff.) 
The Eastern Chilukya plates are historically valuable and 916 noticed in Part II 
below. The Tahsildar of Bellary also kindly forwarded for my examination through 
the Kanarese Epigraphical Student who was touring in Bellary, a set of plates which 
belong to the time of Virtipaksha of the first Vijayanagara dynasty. The remaining 
two plates included in appendix A which belong to the Chola king Rajakésarivarman 
(kajaraja I) were sent for examination by M.R.Ry. Muttuswami Konar of Trichengode, 
Salem district. They will be published in Volume 111 of the South-Indian 
Inscriptions 


10. Of the miscellaneous work turned out by the office may be mentioned. (1) the 
supplying of a short account of the early history of the re-adjusted district of North 
Arcot, to the Settlement Officer who is now engaged in writing the Gazetteer of that 
district ; (2) noting down the contents of a large number of stone inscriptions for the 
Settlement officer, Cuddapah, from impressions which he kindly forwarded to me; (3) 
transcribing and translating at the request of the Director of Agriculture and 
Industries, Central Provinces, the Telagu inscriptions copied at Bastar by this office 
in 1908, for insertion in the List of Inscriptions, Central Provinces, which Rai Bahadur 
Hira Lal has been compiling ; (4) supplying detailed information on the contents of 
the Maniir inscription on village assemblies, noticed ւո my last report (ք. 98), 
to the Settlement officer, Tinnevelly ; (5) forwarding to Mr. Reaa note on all the 
inscriptions examined at Hampe and its suburbs, by this department, in connec- 
tion with His Excellency’s tour im: the Bellary district; and (6) furnishing the 
Archeological Superintendent, with information on various epigraphical queries 
regarding inscriptions in the temple of Bhiméévara at Draksharama (Godavari dis- 
trict), the Jaina epitaphs at Midabidri (South Canara), the epigraphs at Chilamkiru 
(Cuddapah) and Dharmapuri (Salem), the records at Mahabalipuram (Chingleput) and 
the age of the ancient Pallava monuments of that place, a curious Telugu inscription of 
the 19th century from the Cuddapab district in which the marriage of a cow (evidently 
2 cattle fair or show) is described und a photograph from Kumbakonam in which the 
tulapurusha ceremony performed by Indian kings even of the present day, is 
zepresented exactly as it is described in the Sanskrit work Denasdgara. I may 
be permitted to add that Messrs. H. Օ. P. Bell and E. R. Ayrton, Ceylon, J. Bishop, 
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Hutti (gold mines), A. Թ. Jackson, District Forest officer, Chittoor, the Hon’ble

It may ke 
noted that the Bhdratiya Ndtyaédstra makes a mistake in the description of Prishthasvastika (No. 43) quoting 
wrongly the second half of v, 42 {in the list) and the first half of v, 43. The Chidambaram labels also are defective in 
as much as they do not supply us with the desoription of eleven postures, viz., Talavilasita, Vinivritta, Nisumbbita, 
Gajakriditaka; Garudaplatay Gandasachi, Apakranta, Maytralalita, Prasarpitaka, Talaghattitaka and Bahistrika which 
are found in the Bhdratiye Nétyatéstra. Jllustrative pictures which may correspond to these are, however, found in the 
compartments of the pillars of the E. Gopura of the Chidambaram temple without bearing any labels above them, The 
dance Parivritta is omitted both in the Chidambaram labels and in the descriptive verses of the Bhdératiya Natyasdstra. 
Th numbers attached to the verses in the inscriptions follow the order in which the postures are enumerated in the 
Natyasdstra. The order is correct (read from left to right) on the seven projecting pillars of the inner wall of the 
Gépura, on the right side ; but the corresponding figures on the left side are much deranged. This may have been due 
to the ignorance of the masons whose work was not properly supervised.

the expansion of the Pallava dominion was at its highest. Among the copper-plates 
examined during the year we have one set (No. 3 of appendix A) whick may have 
to be referred to the second period of the Pallavas, 2.6. that of the Sanskrit charters, 
King Vijaya-Vishnugopavarman, son of Sinhavarman, grandson of Maharaja- 
Vishnugopavarman and great grandson of Kandavarman (i.e. Skandavarman), bem 
encamped at Vijaya-Palotkata, gave away land to a certain Chasa[mi]-éarman of the 
Kaéyapa-go/ra who was a native of Kundir. The grantis not dated. Since it was 
issued from Vijaya-Palotkata, 2.օ. the victorious Palotkata (Palakkada), after the 
manner of the published Sanskrit charters which are dated from Palakkada, Dagana- 
pura or Ménmatura, we are perhaps led to presume that the first three names of 
thé genealogy, viz., Sihhavarman, Maharaja-Vishnugopavarman and Kandavarman 
ՀԱՆԱ possibly correspond to the last three names of էհօ Maagalir or of the 

ikira grant of Simhavarman 11. In this case Vijaya-Vishnugopavarman would be a 
“hitherto unknown son of Sirnhavarman 11. Against this, however, is the important 
fact that in the Mangalir, Pikira and the Uruvupalli grants where the name occurs, 
Vishnugopavarman always receives the epithet Yuvamaharaja and not Maharaja. 
Again, the characters in which the Narasaiaopet record in question, is éngraved are 
comparatively more modern than those of the three grants mentioned above. It is 
therefore doubtful if we could still, presume our grant to be one of Vijaya-Vishnu- 
gopavarman, a son of Sihhavaraman iI. He must bea later king and very probably 
one of the missing group immediately preceding the line of Sirhhavarman and 
Simhavishnu, whose history is pretty certain. ln the Vayalir pillar inscription. 
(Report for 1909, page 77, paragraph 17), the name Vishnugopavarman occurs thrice, 
Skandavarman five times, and Sirhhavarman four times. The probability, therefore, 
of the present inscription belonging to the period intermediate between the Sanskrit 
charters and the stone inscriptions being the more correct one, we may not be far 
wrong in assigning the plates roughly to the beginning of the 7th century A.D. 


- 2. Kopperufijingadéva who was a contemporary of the Chola king Rajaraja III. 
(A.D. 1215 to at least 1248) also calls himself a Pallava. It is well known that 
Kopperufijinga in the latter part of Rajaraja’s reign usurped part at least of the 
Chola dominions and ruled for a period of about 30 years having ascended the throne 
in A.D. 1243. Fifteen records of this chief have been copied during the year at 
Chidambaram. He holds the special titles Sakalabhuvanachakravartin and Avaniyalap- 
T | a ae , pirandan. One of the chief ministers who 
he later Pallava king Kopperuiijingn and his issued orders, perhaps on behalf of the king, 
१008 was Perumal Pillai alas Sdlakon of 
Aragiir. Tennavan Brahwadhiréjan, Jayatunga-Pallavaraiyan and Tillai-Ambalap- 
pallavarayan were some of his other officers mentioned in the Chidambaram inscriptious. 
On a pillar in the second western gopura of the temple and օո another in the gopura of 
the goddess Sivakémi- Amman, is recorded the fact that these pillars were placed there 
by Solakon for the merit of his master Avaniyalappirandan Kopperufijingadéva, 
Though one other similar pillar is now found on a new entrance cut open by the 
Nattukkottai-Chetties close to the east main gopura of the temple, there is little doubt 
that it must have been originally connected with that gopura. A trilingual inscription 
from Tripurantakam in the Kurnool district noticed by Rai Bahadur Venkayya in his: 
report for 1906 (Part II, paragraph 5) states that a certain king named Maharajasimha 
built the eastern gopura of the Chidambaram temple and decorated the four sides of it 
with « the booty acquired by subduing the four quarters.” The east and west yöpuras 
are very richly decorated and bear on their inner walls fine specimens of images of which 
alarge number illustrate the variousdancing postures. They are particularly interesting’ 
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on account of the descriptive verses engraved in Grantha characters above them. 
Dancing as a fine art is gradually dying out in India. It is hoped that the appended 
plates illustrating the postures described (already in the Bharatiya Natya-Sastra) will 
greatly help those who have a desire to revive that art.* Maharajasimha of the 
Tripurintakam inscription could be no other than Kopperuijingadéva on whose 
account the chief Solakon set up the pillars Nos. 32], 324 and 325. The repairs 
carried out in the last century by a relation of Pachchaiyappa-Mudaliyar (No. 342) 
could not have extended to the first floor of the gépura which is built of stone. 
No. 332 from Chidambaram is in Tamil verse and mentions a certain Kadavarkon 
and the Pandya king Sundara who was his enemy. Kadavarkén “ the king of 
Kadavar (2.e., the Pallavas) ? might here be taken as referring to Kopperufijingadéva 
who was a contemporary of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I (see below, paragraph 18), 


WESTERN GANGAS. 


3. The three copperplates which make up this charter belong to one Adembhatta, 
a purohit of Penugonda. The plates have 
The Penugonda copper-plates (No. 12 of been found among his family records 
Appendix A). siace a very long time of which he has no 
correct knowledge. They were brought 
to me for examination by my friend Mr. Karnam Venkatarayappa of Kafichasamudram 
(Hindupur taluk) in the belief that the contents may reveal some unknown privileges 
granted to the ancestors of Adembhatta as the hereditary purdhits of Penugonda. 
The plates measure roughly 3” by 25" and are strung on an oval ring whose major 
and minor axes are 22” and 217 respectively. The edges of the ring are secured at 
the bottom of a circular seal, 14” in diameter, which bears at its top on a counter- 
sunk surface a standing elephant—the crest of the Gangas—facing the proper left 
with its trunk hanging down between its tusks. The ring was not cut when the 
plates were placed ia my hands. The plates, ring and seal weigh 83 tolas. 


4. A large number of Ganga forgeries have been mentioned by Dr. Fleet in his 
paper on the spurious Sidi plates published in Epigraphi Indica, Vol. IIL, քք. 1588. 
From a study of these, following closely the remarks made by Dr. Fleet, it appears 
as if almost all the early Ganga copper-plates so far discovered, have then 
consistent forgeries betraying palpable errors both chronological and paleogra- 
phical. Exception has, however, to be made in the case of: the Penugonda plates 
which, though referring to the early Ganga sovereigns in words almost similar to 
those of the established forgeries, uniformly preserves a perfectly old type of 
Kannada characters of the period to which it has to be referred and supplies two con- 
temporaneous names of the early Pallava 
kings of Kafichi whose approximate dates 
when determined satisfactorily, would throw a flood of light on Ganga chronology. 
The plates mention in order the king Konkanivarma Dharma-Mahadhiraja of the 
Kanvayana-gétra, his son Madhava-Mahadhiraja I “ an able exponent and demons- 
trator of the science of Polity,” his son the Ganga king Aryavarman (2.8. Harivarman 
of other plates) “ who was duly installed on the throne by Sitnhavarma-Mahiraja, the 
lord of the prosperous Pallava family” and his son “the banner of the Gangéya 
race,” the Ganga king Madhava-Mahadhiraja II [alias] Simhavarman “ who was 
duly installed on the throne by the illustrious Pallava (king) Skandavarma- Maharaja.” 
This account of succession derived from the Penugouda plates differs from the other 
grants in stating that the son of Aryavarman (Harivarman) was Madhava II; while 
according to those, he was Vishnugopa-Mahadhiraja. The mention, however, of the 
contemporaneous Pallava kings Simhavarma-Maharaja and Skandavarma-Maharaja 
which we do not find in any of the hitherto edited Ganga grants, is very important. 
These must have been related as father and son inasmuch as they are mentioned to 
have been respectively present at the installation of Aryavarman and of his son 
Madhava II. The only inscription where the Pallava kings of these two names are 


Its importance for Ganga history. 


* The Bhératiya Ndtya-sdstra mentions in Chapter IV (vv. 33 to 53) 108 postures of dancing. All of them, are 
illustrated in the east as well as the west gépuras of the Nataraja temple where the posture of the god himsplf is one of 
Ananda-tindava or the dance of blias. Many of the figures are mutilated. Ninety-three illustrations have been collected 
and are figured on the accompanying plates. The verses quoted above them in Grantha characters are often not legible. 
All these, however, have been identified by comparison with the corresponding verses of, the Ndtya-séstra and are 
printed in the explanatory key (printed on pages 72 to 79). I find that there are often various readings in our 
inscriptions which are more correct. ह 
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referred to in the relation of father and son are the suspicious Udayéndiram plates 
of Nandivarman (Epigrophia Indica, Vol. IIl., pp. 142if). It is not impossible 
that the genealogy recorded in these suspicious plates may, however, be authentic. 
In this case the Pallava kings Sithavarman and Skandavarman mentioned in the 
Penugonda grant will have to be referred to about the same period as Sinhavarman II 
in whose 8th year were issued the Mangalir plates. As the Sanskrit Pallava charters 
of Uruvupalli, Mangaliir, Pikira and Chendalir have roughly been referred to the 
6th century of the Christian era, we may presume by the help ot the contemporaneous 
evidence set forth above, that the fourth king of the Western Ganga line from the 
founder Konkanivarma Dharma-Mahadhiraja, lived about that period and that between 
him and Sivamara I to whom, on inscriptivnal evidence, Hr. Fleet assigns the middle 
of the 8th century A.D., there was an interval of two clear centuries during which 
there may have ruled seven kings of exceptionally long periods of reign as detailed by 
Mr. Rice in his genealogical account of the Western Ganga kings. The grant 
conveyed by the Penugonda plates register the gift of 65 paddy fields (Aédara) sowable 
with 25 khandukas (of paddy) below the big tank of Paruvi in Paruvi-vishaya, to the 
Brahman Kumaragarman of the Vatsa-gotra and the Taittirlya-charana, ona full moon 
day of the lunar month Chaitra. Paruvi is identical with Parigi, seven miles north of 
Hindupur in the Anantapur district. The tank of Parigi is still one of the famous 
tanks in that district and irrigates a very large extent of land. It may be noted that 
Parigi under name Parivi is mentioned in early inscriptions as the capital of the Banas 
and that ın the time of the Chola king Rajaraja I it was evidently the chief village 
of a sub-division named Parivai-nadu within the district called Nulambapadi alias 
Nigarili-Solapadi (see also No. 303).

डक न grant of Unalokys Ehime) The latter oficer minete them to 
me for examination ou lst July 1913. These plates which are five in number 
measure 95" by 42” and are strung on an oval ring 2” in thickness and 6” and 4” 
in its diameters. A massive cuplike seal with a circular surface (337 in diameter), 
bears in relief the Chalukyan boar and the legend Sri-Tribhuvandnkusa. The ring was 
not cut when the plates reached me. With the kind permission of the Collector of 
Kistna (his letter No. 4073-Gl., dated 3rd August 191%) the plates will be deposited 
in the Government Museum as soon as the inscription on them is published. 


6. The usual genealogy of the Eastern Chalukyas from Kubja-Vishnuvardhana, 
brother of SatyaSraya-Vallabhéndra, is traced, giving to Jayasithha I, 33 years 
I fs instead of the usual 30 and to Vijayaditya- 
जि; तण 810 08: Bhattaraka 19 years instead of the usual 
18. His son Vishnuvardhana IV is called Kali-Vishnuraja. His son Vijayaditya 
11, “ the destroyer of the party (who supported) the Southern Ganga and the builder 
of 100 temples of Naréndré$vara,” ruled for 40 years. The grandson of Vijayaditya 
II was Vijayaditya JII-[Gunaka]. We are told of him that he acquired the 
famous surname Tripurimartya-MabéSvara consequent upon his having burnt the 
three cities Kiranapura, Achalapura and the great Nelliirapura. He is also stated to 
have taken by force the gold of the Ganga kings of Kalinga, the elephants of the 
kings of Kosala and the gold of the Pandyas and Pallavas, in order that he may 
distribute them in charity. Gunaka-Vijayaditya’s crown prince (yuvardja) was his 
younger brother Vikramaditya I. Ofthe latter’s son Chalukya-Bhima I in whose 
reign the inscription is dated, we learn that he defeated the army of Krishnavallabha 
together with his allies and that before him fied ‘as darkness before light,’ the vile 
kings of Karnata, and Lata. Hisson, a prince of 16 years, who was of charming 
appearance, learned and powerful, died after fighting bravely on the battle-fields at 
Niravadyapura and Peruvangiir-grama, killing in the latter from the back of his 
elephant the general of the Vallabha kingcalled Dandéna-Gundaya. Having performed 
moet Fana t the obsequial ceremonies of this prince 

Death of prince Irimartiganda and the battles : : 
of N न and 02770 807: unis who had the surname Tri[ ma ktiganda, the 
king granted to 45 learned Brahmanas the 
village of Vedataliru in Uttarakandéruvati-vishaya. The record is not dated but 
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we know from other sources that Chalukya-Bhima I ruled trom A.D. 888 to 918. The 
battles fought by the prince at Niravadyapura and Peruvangir-grama are of immense 
interest to astern Chalukya history. Niravadya was a surname of the Western 
Chalukya king Vijayiditya 11 (A.D. 699 to 729) and Niravadyapura, therefore, was 
evidently a city named after this king. Its identity as well as that of Peruvangir is 
not certain. Of the three places Kiranapura, Achalapura and Nelliirapura mentioned in 
connection with Vijayaditya (III)-Gunaka, we already know from the Maliyapiindi 
plates of Amma 11 that the first city Kiranapura where the Rashtrakiita king Krishna 
11 and his ally Sankila had resided, was burnt by Gunaka’s general Pandaranga. 
Achalapura may be the Sanskrit rendering of the Telugu name Kondapalli and Nel- 
lirapura is probably the modern Nellore. Ifthis latter identification is correct it 
shows that the dominion of the Eastern Chalukyas in the 9th century A.D. extended 
as far south as the town of Nellore and touched almost the border of the Tondaiman- 
dala which was the country of the Pallavas of Kafichi. Gunaka’s boast of having 
robbed the Pandyas and the Pallavas of their gold may not be altogether true; for the 
Pandyas of the south could have hardiy had any opportunity of coming into contact 
with him. The Vallabha king whose general Dandéna-Gundaya was killed by the 
son of Chalukya-Bhima I., must also be identical with the Kashtrakiita king Krishna 
II, Vedataliru, the village granted, was situated in the Uttara-Kandéruvati-vishaya. 
The latter territorial division has to be located somewhere in the Kistna district. 


7. Four other Kastern Chalukya grants have been kindly placed at my disposal 
by Mr. J. Ramayya Pantulu, Presiden¢y Magistrate, Madras (Nos. 5, 6, 8 and 9 of 
Appendix A). These he had secured from different parts of the Telugu districts for 
publication in the journal of the Telugu Academy of which he 13 the President. 
The earliest, No. 5, belongs to the time of Jayasitnha 1., Vallabha-Maharaja, the second 

' king in the Eastern Chalukya genealogy 
and is dated in the 15th year of his reign 
{expressed by numerical symbols). The wording of thie grant differs from that of 
the Pedda-Maddali copper-plates of the same king published by Dr. "leet օո ք. 137 f 
of Ind. Ant., Vol. XIII. The account here given makes Jayasinha, the grandson 
of Kirttivarman and son of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja. The title Sarvasiddhi which 
the king bore, as stated in էհօ Pedda-Maddali plates, is suggested in this record also 
in 1. 20 where the gift made, is called Sarvasiddhi-datti. Pulebūrra (Pulebira), the 
village granted, was situated in the Guddavati-vishaya and the dfizpli (executors) 
were Hasti-ko§a and Vira-kosa by which perhaps the officers in command of the 
elephant force and the infantry are meant. 


8. No. 9 belongs to the time of SarvalokaSraya Vishnuvardhana IIT (A.D. 709 to 
746), son of Vijayasiddhi Mangi-Yuvaraja. It records the grant of land sowable with

It may be 
noted that no inscriptions of Vishnuvardhana III have yet been discovered or 
published. 


9. No. 6 18 a mutilated grant on three copper-plates, whose writing is similar to 
that of Naréndramrigaraja Vijayaditya II illustrated on page 120 of Epigraphia 
Indica, Vol. Մ. The donor was the Sarvalokisraya Maharajadhiraja Vishnuvardhana, 
son of Vijayaditya-Maharaja and grandson of Vishnuvardhana-Maharaja. The seal 
of these copper-plates bears the legend §ri-Vishamasiddit and Dr. Fleet (Ind. Ant., 
Vol. XX, ք. 102) mentions the titles Vishamasiddhi and SarvalokaSraya in connection 
with Kali-Vishpuvardhana Մ. Consequently No. 6 must be attributed to the time 

८ of VishpuvardhanaV Vishamasiddhi, 
Vishouverdhans’V , though the only plates of his time from 

“ Ahadanakaram ” hitherto published (Jnd. Ant. Vol. XIIL, pp. 185 fi.) do not show 
exactly the same type of characters. The grant which was made on the day of a lunar 
eclipse to a certain Brihmana named Agnigarman consisted of land sowable with 12 
khandis of paddy in the village of Permajili in Pagunavara-vishaya. The @tapt 
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of the charter was Jayariipa. The village Permmajili could not be identified; but. 
the district Pagunavira-vishaya is mentioned in the records of Amma 11 and Chalukya- 
Bhima II. 


10. The latest Eastern Chalukya grant examined during the year is one of 
Saktivarman II Saktivarman II, a hitherto unknown son 
լ of Vijayaditya VII. The plates (No. 8) 
which record this grant were also received from Mr. Ramayya Pantulu. They are 
held together by a ring with seal which bears the legend TribhuvandmkuSa. The 
writing is quite similar to that of the Korumelli plates uf Rajaraja I published in 
Indian Antiquary, Vol. XIV, pp. 48 ff. Like the Korumelli and the Nandama- 
pindi grants of the time of Rajaraja I and the Ranastipiindi plates of Vimaladitya, 
these plates supply a paurdnie and a historical genealogy. The only point worthy of 
note in the latter is, that just before the interregnum, the two brothers Danarnava and 
Amma II are stated to have murdered the sons of each other. This statement 
perhaps partly explains the necessity for an interregnum which followed their 
rule, in the Véngi country. Vijayaditya VII, the brother of Rajaraja I is stated 
to have been the son of Vimaladitya by his wife, the Chola princess Malava-Mahadévi. 
This latter must. be different from the other well-known Chola princess Kundava- 
Mahadévi, tbe mother of Rajaraja Լ, since we are told that “after the death of 
Rajaraja I, his brother by a different wife, 7... Vijayaditya VII] took possession 
of the kingdom.” By his queen of the Haihaya race Vijayaditya had a son named 
Saktivarman who succeeded to the throne in Saka 986 (roughly= A.D. 1054). 
aktivarman II bore the surnames Samaraikabhairava and Satyaéraya. The date of 
Saktivearman’s accession falls into the reign of Vijayaditya VII. ‘his shows that 
Saktivarman was anointed crown prince two years after Vijayaditya succeeded to the 
throne. The statement that the latter took possession of the kingdom by force: clearly 
defines the state of the Véngi country immediately after the death of kajaraja. 
Kulottunga I, the son of Rajaraja I, bad to be ousted with the help of the Chola king 
Virarajéndra 1 and the Kalinga king Rajaraja (South-Indian Inscriptions, Vol. III, 
ք. 128). 


WESTERN CHALUKYAS 


11. The detailed survey of the Bellary taluka made during էհօ year has brought 

to light a number of Western Chalukya records. The earliest (Nos. 200 and 201) 
belong to the time of Jagadékamalla Jayasimha IT (A.D. 1018 to 1042). The king 
is stated to have been ruling at Pottalakere identified with Dannayakanakere in the 
Jagadékamalla Jayasitnha IT; his queen and Bellary district. It is_stated that his 
eterna vay 2 १ subordinate Udayadityadéva of the Pallava 
lineage ‘the lord of Kafichipura’, made 

a grant of land to Madhava-shadanhgavid (Sanangi) and two other Brahmanas ° who 
had placed the limbs of Nolamba- Mahadévi in the Ganges.’ This is a clear reference 
to the custom which is prevalent even to this day, to earry the bones of a dead person 
to Benares and throw them in the river Ganges. Evidently Nolamba-Mahadévi, who 
died in the year Saka 958, Dhatri (=A.D. 1036-37) was the mother of Dévala- 
Mahadévi queen of Jayasimha II. Dr. Fleet mentions only one queen of Jayasimha 
II, viz., Suggaladévi who is supposed to have converted the king fromJainism to the 
aiva faith. The chief Udayadityadéva of the Pallava family 18 again mentioned in 
No. 208 where he is called Udayadityayya and receives the surname Jagadékamalla 
Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi evidently as the subordinate of king Jagadékamalla 
Jayasimha II. This is historically interesting inasmuch as we know that the affix 
Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi has been found applied so far only to Jayasimha 111, 
the younger brother of Vikramaditya VI apparently for the reason that he was in 
charge of the Nolambavadi country. The inscription under reference further states 
that the residence and the capital (ikke-vidu) of the chief was Kampili in the Bellary 
district. No. .199 which gives the date Saka 949 and mentions Jagadékamalla 
Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi, is much damaged. It must evidently belong also to the 
chief Udayadityadéva. No. 121 is dated in the reign of Trailokyamalla Soméévara 
I. No. 198 refers to him as Trailokyamalla Ahavamalla and mentions the chief 
= Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolamba-Pallava. 

द न Permanadi who, with the omission of 
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the epithet Nanni, has been identified by Dr. Fleet with Jayasimha III, the third son 
of Sdméévara I (Ep. Ind. Vol. IV, ք. 214 է). It is stated in Պօ. 232 ofthe same 
‘king that Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolambadhiraja was crowned king in Saka 966, 
Tarana (=A.D. 1044-45). This proves that Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolambadhiraja 
was a surname of SdméSvara I whose coronation according to Dr. Fleet occurred in 
A.D. 1044-45 (Dyn. Kan. Distrs., p. 438). No. 207 supplies the name of a certain 
र ա Trailokyamalla Iriva-Nolamba Nara- 
Trailokyamalla Iriva-Nolamba Narasingha and singhadeva who, like Jayasinha III, 
Hin Setpoint: was also entitled ‘the jewel of the Pallava 
family’ and ‘ lord of Kafichipura the best of cities.? He was also perhaps a prince of 
the royal family as Jayasimha III. A subordinate of this prince was the Vaidumba 
chief Manibéta-Maharaja. A sdémanta of king Trailokyamalla Nanni-Nolambadhiraja 
Somésvara I, was the Sinda chief Udayaditya who is distinct from Udayadityadéva 
Jagadékamalla Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi, already mentioned. From what has been 
stated so far it appears as ‘if the title Nolamba-Pallava Permanadi was introduced by 
the Western Chalukya kings already in the time of Jagadékamalla Jayasimha 11 and 
used as the title of the ruling kings or princes who held sway over Nolambavadi, the 
hereditary dominion of the Nolamba-Pallavas, Itis worthy of note that an incom- 
plete record from Bhatrahalli (No. 198) in the Bellary taluka, informs us of a chief 
of the Sinda. family who was born in the race of Drishtivisha. This latter name 
occurs also in the Vélirpalaiyam plates, of Vijaya-Nandivarman III and-is there 
applied to a chief of serpents whom Nendivarman matle to dance. i 
12. No. 118 from Nilagunda belongs to Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI and 
mentions his chief Tribhuvanamalla Rayapindyadéva who was entitled the chief of 
न adi hie chi յ Kafichi, the jewel of the Yadu race, the 
Vikeameditya VI and ադար Payee ™ punisher of Ա» Parichchédins and the 
cause for tbe despair of the Chola king Rajiga-Chola (i.e. Rajéndra-Chola Kulottunga 
I). He was ruling the Nolambavadi 32,000 and Kaniyakallu 300 provinces. Raya- 
Pandya, as stated in the last report (ք. 116 f.), was the grandson of Palata-Pandya. 
No. 122 describes queen Padmaladévi who in the 41st year of the king is stated 
to have been ‘ruling with pleasurable conversation ° at the Brahmana village called 
Mamgola. Evidently she was encamped there at the time. Being requested Ե 
the mahdjanas of the village, she made a grant of land to the ‘local temple. The 
king in the Saka year 993 (= A.D. 1071-72 approximately) appears to have conquered 
one of his own chiefs—perhaps a traitor—called Dandanayaka Biddayya and to havé 
encamped at Govindavadi ‘ pleased with the victory which he had achieved 7 (No. 127), 
The mahdjanas of Piivinapadagali (i.e. Hiivinahadagalli) went to him on a deputation 
and blessed him. He granted a village to the temple of Kalidéva at the request of 
these “great men.’ Raviga-Dandanitha or Raviyana-Bhatta was a powerful 
Brahmana minister of Vikramaditya VI (No. 128). He is stated to have been at 
the very root of administration of the: 
Chalukya king and to have conquered the 
seven Malavas. The wife of this chief named: Rebbaladévi constructed the temple of 
KéSavasvamin at Piivinapadangali (the modern Hiivinahadagalli)- (vide Mr. Rea’s 
Chalukyan Architecture, p. 28). No. 204 mentions the Muhimandalesvara Ballareya 
Bivarasa. From No. 114 we learn that a mahāpradhāna of the king in A.D. 1110-11 
was the Dandanaiyaka Muddarasa. 


No. 230 is .one of Bhildkamalla [SdméSvara III] and mentions the great 
minister Anantapalayya who also served under Tribhuvanamalla Vikramaditya VI. 
The latest king of the Western Chalukya ea represented i E oe 18, 

Jazadë . ai erma |-Jagadékamalla IT, son of Somés- 

Jagadékamalla If and his subordinates, ie lit. ea 211 states that one of his 
subordinates was the Sinda chief Irmadi-Bhima whose younger brother was Rācha- 
malla. The latter is called Ballareya Rachamalladévarasa in No. 206 which records 
a grant made to the Saiva teacher Nirvanidéva of the E(1}koti-chakravarti-matha at 
Sindagere. The teacher is described as the pupil օք Kumfaradéva, a pupil of 
Trildchanadéva ‘who was a pupil of E[]]koti-chakravarti Vamadéva of the Kalamukha 
sect and the presiding priest in the temple of Svayambhiidéva at Mulugunda. The 
praise bestowed on Vamadéva, víz., that he was well versed in all 225048 such as 
grammar, logic, philosophy, literature, drama (n@taka and natika), medicine,. lexico- 
graphy, rhetoric, Sruti; Smriti, Purana, Itihisa, Mimamhea, Nitisastra, ete., makes it 
appear as if Vamadéva was a very famous and learned teacher of the time. Other able 
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teachers of the Kalamukha sect who were the hereditary priests of the Dakshina- 

` KédaréSvara temple at Baligimi are mentioned by Dr. Fleet in Ep. Ind. Vol. V., pp. 
218 ff. No. 211 informs us that while the two Sinda chiefs Irmadi-Bhima and Racha- 
malla were ruling the Ballakunde-nadu a gaunda built at Kolir, temples for Siva, Vishnu, 
Aditya (Sun), Vighnéévara and Bhairava. It is interesting to learn from this record 
that the Kuntala country of seven and a half lac (of villages ?) (४.८, the Rattapadi of 
earlier records) over which the Western Chalukyas claimed suzerainty, was first ruled 
by Mauryas of the Nanda-Gupta race and after them by the Rashtrakita kings.

_ 13. Inscriptions were copied in the Nataraja and the Tillaiyamman temples at 
Chidambaram in the years 1888 (Nos. 115 to 124), 1892 (Nos. 170 to 184), 1902 
(Nos. 455 to 468) and 1903 (Nos. 390 to 401). During the current year the remain- 
ing inscriptions of the Nataraja temple, together with those on the Bhimegvara temple 
at Singarattoppu near Chidambaram, have been secured. 

The earliest Chola records belong to the time of Rajéndra-Chila I and Kulit- 
tunga-Chola I. From a general study of the inscriptions it is inferred that the city 
of Chidambaram must have at this period 
A व included the following hamlets (1) 
Pannaigudichchéri (Parakésarinalltir), (2) 11918180 (3) Karikkudi, (¢) Manaliir, (5) 
Koyil-Piindi, (6) Sivapuri, (7) Kolam, (8) Vikramachdlanallir (Akkap Pallippadai), 
(9) Tiruvekkalam, (10) Kaduvachchéri, (11) Chandé$varanallir, (12) Korrangudi, 
(13) Midinikkudi and (14) Erukkattafijéri (the modern Erukkattupadugai), of which 
Nos. 2, 4, 5, 6, 9, 10, 12 and 14 exist still under almost the same names, 
Chidambaram itself is variously called Puliyir, Perumbarrappuliyir and Tillai. The 
name Chidambaram is the Sanskritised form ‘of the earlier Sirrambalam (Skt. Dabhra- 
88018) ‘the small shrine’. Evidently the temple at the time of its foundation consisted ' 
only of a vey small shrine which was either the one now dedicated to Nataraja or 
that of the Siva-linga called Milasthana right opposite to the main ४०७१७८ of the 
temple. Inthe Dévaram hymns the temple is referred to as Koyil, 1.e., “ the temple” 
and so also in the inscriptions under review .it is generally called Tirukkéyil“ the 
sacted temple”. At present the temple has numerous shrines of minor deities in 
addition to the three important ones of Nataraja, Milasthana-natha and the goddess. 
The building known as Kanaka-sabha (or Ponnambalam in Tamil) includes the shrine 
of Nataraja and the secret.chamber called rahasya in which there is neither image nor 
liga. It is not possible to explain why it is so; but Hindu imagination rich as it is 
in these matters, has a ready explanation to give and it is stated that god Siva in his 
GkaSa or etherial form dwells in the chamber being invisible tothe human eye. 
This far-fetched explanation also accounts for the present name Chidambaram which 
is understood as indicating “the space of Chit.” Kanaka-sabha with the rahasya is 
enclosed by a wall which separates it from the shrine of Miilasthana-nitha. The 
earliest record in the tempie is found on this wall and is dated in the 3rd year of the 
reign of Vikrama-Chila. But copies of inscriptions belonging to the 24th year of 
Rajéndra-Choladéva I (copied in 1838) and to the 47th year of Kulottunga-Chila I 
(No. 290) who is famous in history as ‘ the king who abolished tolls’ (No. 317), are 
also found. The wall is designated Vikramasdlan-tirumaligat in three inscriptions on 
it and Kulottungasolan-trumdligaz in four others. It may safely be concluded that 
the pious act of building or rebuilding this prakdra was the work of Vikrama-Chila 
‘who might have called it after his father Kolottunga-Chola I. The second prakara 
wall which encloses the Milasthana and the enclosure already mentioned, is also 
called Vikramagolan-tirumdligat. Evidently the same king constructed the second 
prakara wall as well. From paleographical evidence and from the endorsement made 
in the inscription of Kulottunga I noted above, it appears as if the originals of this © 
latter record and the one of Rijendra-Chola I had been first engraved on the walls of 
the Milasthana-natha shrine which is called edirambalam being the shrine opposite to 
the wall on which the copies of inscriptions are now found or facing the main ge pura on 
the east side. Consequently also it appears as if the Milasthana was likewise renovated 
about this period and its inscriptions transferred to the prakara wall ‘enclosing the 
“golden hall, It isa curious fact that though the history of Chidambaram goes back to 
the Pallava times, no records of even the early Cholas are forthcoming from that place. 
Most of the inscriptions copied during the year refer to the later Chola kings and 


Chidambaram. 
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register grants of land for flower-gardens. In a few cases gifts of land are alsa made 
for maintaining worship, offerings and festivals in the temple, for feeding-houses, for 
founding streets, an agrahdra or a new shrine and for providing a special food offering 
known as pavadai which is observed even to this day. Boiled rice of determinate 
quantity is spread evenly over a plank measuring about 6 feet by 4 feet and offered 
in front of the Natarija image. 

14. We further learn that all land gifts made to the temple were required to be 
engraved on the walls of the temple. Up to the time of Vikrama-Chola, the trans- 
, factions made on behalf of the temple were in the name of ChandéSvara but 
subsequently they were registered in the name of the temple priests and trustees either 
jointly or severally. “The deeds registered in the name of Chandéévara evidently 
indicate the period when the’ Miilasthana enshrining the Siva-biga within it and the 
image of Chandésvara by its side, was considered to be the sanctum sanctorum of the 
temple. It is noteworthy that provision was made for singing the Pa-mdlai of the 
Nayanmar (2.८. the Devaram hymns) only in the shrine of the Milasthana (No. 341). 
The prominence given to the Nataraja shrine in later inscriptions accounts also for 
the disappearance of Chandéévara and the substitution, in his place, of one of the 
temple committee. This change suggests the reason why at the present day, the 
Dikshitas of Chidambaram have come to be the practical owners of the temple, In the 
time of Kulottunga-Chola III the order of ‘the king or of his officers which was 
written by his royal secretary (tirumandiradlai) was generally addressed to the executive 
member of the temple assembly, the temple priests, the managing committee and the 
supervisors of the temple. A large 
number of the king’s officers are men- 
tioned in inscriptions. These were: — 
(1) Tondaiman, (2) ‘Tiruvaiyarudaiyan, (3). Madurantaka-Brahmamarayan, (4) 
Tillaiyambalapperaralyan, (5) Vilifiattaraiyan, (6) Rajaraja Vilupparaiyan, (7) Siddha- 
rayan, (8) Villavarayan, (9) ,Angarayan, (10) Singalarayan, (11) Vijayarayan, (12) 
Miivéndaraiyan, (13) Vanadarayan, (14) Vayanattaralyan, (15) Pottappichchdlan, (16) 
Karinai Vilupparaiyan, (17) Gurukularayar, (18) Narasitnhavarman, (19) Pandyarayan, 
(20) Malayappirsyar, (21) Vénadudaiyar, (22) Malavarayar, (23) Kaduvetti, (24) 
Vairadirayar, (25) Viladarayar, (26) Vikramagola-Brahmamarayan, (27) Vilanad- 
udaiyan, (28) Nigariliédla-Pallavaraiyan, (29) Kuldttungasdla-Vanakovaraiyan and 
(30) Edirilisolavélan. Four of the royal secretaries who were entrusted with drafting 
the king’s orders are also mentioned, viz., (1) Neriyudaichchdla-Mivéndavelan,| (2) 
Rajendrasimha-Mivéndavélan, (3) Minavan-Mivéndavélin and (4) Rajarajan- 
Mivéndavélin. The original title-deeds of the lands granted and other connected 
documents such as the resolution of the village assembly to make the land rent-free on 
receiving some fixed amount from the 
donor (as in No. 290) or to distribute the | 
due tax on other assessed lands of the village 
(as in No. 280), had to be deposited in safe custody in a room or office of the temple 
called “ tirukkaiotti-pandiram ” together with the sale deeds if any. It is gathered 
also that there was a committee in each village called Քա Saray. Quins sr 
which was solely entrusted with the duty of classifying lands according to their 
yielding capacity and measuring them. It may be noted that there was a regular 
survey of land, conducted in the ‘17th year of ,Rajaraja I (Annual Report for 1913, 
ք. 96) and another in the 16th year of Kulottunga 1 (No. 317). Hight different classes 
of land are referred to in No. 262. The extent, ownership, assessment, classification, 
etc., had to be noted in village and temple registers by clerks specially appointed for 
the purpose. Registry in village books and enjoyment were considered essential to 
establish one’s ownership in any property. 

Within the enclosure of the Nataraja shrine, in the south-west corner, 
is the Vishnu temple called Tillai Govindarija-Perumil. In the seg trapraban- 
dham the same temple is referred to as Chitrakuta. Mr. Krishaasawmi Ayyangar in 
his Ancient India oe ter XII) gives a short account of this temple and states that 
a certain Kulottunga-Chila who was a bigotted Saiva having thrown the image into 
the sea, the temple had fallen into disuse but ‘was restored in the time of the

l though the restoration mentioned, may 
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not have taken place actually in the time of Pamarija. No. 272 supplies the infor- . 
mation that Achyutaraya ordered the image of Tillai Govindaraja-Perumil to be set 
up according to the-Vaikhanasa ritual. It may be inferred from this that prior to the 
reconsecration, the temple was neglected either on account of religious disputes among 
the Vaishnavas or owing to the bigotry of the Saiva manager of the Nataraja temple. 


‘ 15. Of the year’s collection, four records belong to the Chila king Parantaka I. 
p : All of them come from Erumbir near 
Parantaka I and the construction of the : N > 
Kadambavanéévara temple st Erumbir. Chidambaram. No. 384, dated in the 
i . 28th year of his reign, records that 
‘having constructed the central shrine (Grivimina) of stone and having built the 
gopura with its eight parivaras, a certain Jruhgolan Gunavan Aparajitap, with 
the permission of king Sdlaperumanadigal- Parantakadéva, made a gift of land 
to the god in the temple of Sirutirukkoyil-Bhatara i.e., the modern Kadambava- 
néévara. Strangely, however, Nos. 379, 381 and 382 engraved onthe walls 
of the same temple are dated in the 18th, 26th and 20th years of Parantaka 1. 
So it appears as if the construction of the central shrine mentioned in No. 
384, must have taken place much earlier than the 28th year of the reign of 
Parantaka. It may be that the work was actually completed in the 28th year—the 
grants made in previous years being engraved on the walls as these latter were got 
ready. Sdlaperumanadigal as a special title of Parantaka has been already noted in 
previous reports (vide Annual Reporé for 1913, ք. 94, paragraph 18). 

Two inscriptions of eRajakesarivarman Rājarāja I copied during the year 
also come from Erumbiir (Nos. 385 and 888). Bothare dated in his 23rd year. The 
latter registers a sale of land to the temple, by the assembly of Urumir (Erumbiir). 
It is incomplete but from what remains it may be gathered that the assembly exempt- 
ed the land from all taxes such as 27704, echehoru, viSalil-ponda-kudimai, urvdu-varip- 
padu, ete. Two copper-plates received from Mr. Muttusvami Konar of Tiruchengode 
(Nos. 10 and 11 of Appendix A) which are dated in the 10th and 5th years respect- 
ively of a certain Hajakésarivarman ‘have, to judge from the characters, also to be 
Rajakésarivarman identical with Rajaraja I; assigned to Rajaréja I. The donor in 

his subordinate Malavaraiyan. ` both of these records,was acertain Malava- 
7१1४७0 Kollimalavan, entitled Orriyiran, 
Piradigandan and Sundaragdlan and the grant made was in favour of the temple 
of Dūśiyūr. No. 10 records the interesting fact that this chief built a stone well to 
appease the thirsty spirit (?) of his father who died at Tlam (2.6. Ceylon). Evidently 
the latter was a military officer of Rajaraja I or of one of his predecessors. Ճո in- 
scription from Tiruvengadu (No. 116 of 1896) of the time of Rajaraja I refers to the 
general Siriyavelar of Kodumbaliir who fell [on a battle-field | in Ilam, in the 9th 
year of Ponmaligai-tufijina-déva (4.6., Sundara-Chola Parantaka 11). It is not 
impossible that the father of Malavaraiyan was also connected with the battle in 
which Siriyavélar fell. 

16. Of Rajaraja II, No. 397 of 1913 is the only inscription copied during the 

Rajaraia II year. It records that a private individual 

eer urchased land from the village assembly 

of Urumiir (modern Erumbir) and made a gift of it to the temple as a dévadana. 

Towards the payment of kadamas on these lands the assembly agreed to measure out 

to the temple trustees 55 kalams of paddy. But owing to famine and want of money 

they could not maintain themselves. They therefore borrowed from the temple 

treasury 60 käsu, the rate of interest on every १८४४ being 2 tins and 8 kuruni of 
paddy. 

17. No. 263 of 1913 copied in Chidambaram is dated in the 2nd year ofa 
certain Rajadhiraja Karikala-Choladéva, Comparing the transaction recorded herein 
with the statement made in No. 262 of the time of Kulottunga-Chola*IIT there is 
reason to infer that Rajadhirija Karikala-Chola was evidently another name of 
Kulottutga-Chola III. Some of the signatories at the end of the record figure also 
in the inscriptions of Kulottunga III. The latter king called Virarajéndradéva 
(Nos. 216 and 513), Vijayarajéndradéva (Nos. 457 end 462) and Tribhuvanaviradéva 
(Nos. 273, 284, 298,318, 314 and 400) is represented by 21 inscriptions in the 
collection and the majority of these come from Chidambaram. No. 264 of 1913 dated 
in his 17th year records a gift of 1,100 
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lighting charges of a lamp in the temple of Tirukkalafijedi-Udaiyar at Perumbarrap- 
puliyiir. It is curious to note that the persons with whom the amount was 
deposited for interest had to produce the capital at the end of every fifth year before 
the mulaparushaiyar, the sthinikas and the managers of the temple. This points to 
a general want of confidence in the people and perhaps also to the unsettled state of 
Government which led to the decline of the Chola power during the latter part of 
Kulottuiga 11125 reign. No. 435 of 1913 further confirms this state of the country. 
As early already as the 13th year [of the king], there were evident signs of slackness in 
the general administration; for, in No. 440 we are told that Rajarajadévan. 
बहु լ . Popparappinir alias Kulottungachola 
A political compact in the 13th year of his Vanakovaraiyan of Aragalir and Kiliyiir 
ore Malaiyaman of Tirukkovaliir entered into: 
an agreement by which it was stipulated that in settling the extent of country 
belonging to each, the dominion lying to the south of the river Alvinaiygpu must go: 
to the former and the country to the north of the same should be held by the latter ;. 
that they should not behave inimically towards one another as long as they live, that 
they should act in conjunction in serving the king and that if any harm is done to one- 
the other must take it as done to himself and render the necessary military assistance: 
by sending his chiefs, army and horses. No. 435 which is dated in the 35th year of 
Kulittunga III registers another political compact entered into by Sengéni Ammai-: 
yappan Alagiyasdlan alias Edirili§o]a Sambuvarayan on the one hand and by (1): 
Ֆի : Ponparappina Vanakovaraiyan, 2) 
A similar compact made in the 35th year of the Kulottungasola Vanakovaraiyar and (3) 
FR a the king’s brother-in-law Kadavaraya, on 
the other. It was stipulated that the three chiefs mentioned in the second instance- 
should not be enemies but friends of the first mentioned Sengéni Ammaiyappan, giving 
neither shelter to offenders against him nor setting up new offenders. In his turn 
Ammaiyappan also agreed not to act hostile to them. “If he so acted he would be the 
bearer of shoes and betel-bags both to his kinsmen and to his enemies. He 
would also be one not born to his father.” No. (2) of the second compact frequently 
figures in the inscriptions of Tadavir (Nos. 461 and 462 of 1913). 
It has been already remarked that during the time of Rajaraja II sufficient. 
money was not in circulation and that people had to borrow from the temple treasury. 
Conti յ յ ae No. 458 of 1913 found at Tadaviir and. 
ontinuance of a famine during his reign. dated in the 27th year of Kulottunga 
111 confirms the statement. It 15 gathered from the contents of this record that the 
cost of building the central shrine and the mandapa of stone had to be met by 
selling some of the jewels of the temple. 


The Pandyas. 


18. Besides the few inscriptions which give the title “who took all countries” 
(HT छ GOGEOsreor.cpohw) to Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya and thus distinguish 
him as the first of that name in the 
Pandya list, there are a few others. 
discovered on the eastern and western main gopuras of the Nataraja temple at 
Chidambaram, which contain Tamil verses in praise of the military exploits of a certain. 
Sundara-Pandya who could be no other than Jatévarman Sundara-Pindya I. 
Nos. 332, 340 and 361 describe him as having inflicted a severe defeat on the Telungas 
at Mudugtr, slaughtering them and their allies, the Ariyas, right up to the 
bank of the Péraru and driving the Bana chief into the forest. No. 354 informs us 
that in addition to the victory over the Northern kings, Sundara-Pandya killed 
Gandagopala, conquered (the king of) Vénadu and pierced the (army of the) Kongas. 
It is again stated that before him the king Kadavarkon with his innumerable 
army melted away (No. 332). Sundara-Pandya is also mentioned as having covered 
the Nataraja temple with gold and to have there performed the fudabhara ceremony 
(No. 338). Sundara-Pandya thus described, must be Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 
I. He wasa powerful conqueror whose military exploits extended right up to 
Nellore where he performed the anointment of victors (vijayabhishéka). The defeat 
of the Teluhgas coimbined with the Ariyas and of Kadavarkon (Sanskrit, Kathaka ?) 
and the killing of Gandagopala, mentioned in the metrical records quoted above, 
confirm what is otherwise known to us from the Sanskrit introduction to the 
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inscriptions of Jativarman Sundara-Pandya I. He is herein called a tiger to the 
antelope, vz., the Kakatiya king Ganapati, the kufapikala-fever to the elephant, viz., 
the Kathaka king, the slayer of Gandagopala, etc. The defeat of Kongar and Ariyar, 
however, is not mentioned. Probably the Ariyar were the Cholas who appear to be 
so referred to in the Singhalese chronicle, the Mahéwansa. Jatavarman Sundara- 
Pandya I was a great patron of the Ranganatha temple at Srirangam. He also 
performed the tulabhira ceremoney there and covered with gold the vimana of the 
Ranganatha temple earning thereby the name Hémachchhadanardaja (Ep. Ind. Vol. III 
ք. 11). 
No. 277 which is dated in the 18th year of Konérinmaikondan Sundara-Pandya 
may be noticed. It bas to be ascribed to Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I; for in it 
provision is made for a special service called #llandalaigna-Perumal-Sandi, i.e., ५ the 
service of the lord of all (countries). Coins bearing the legend Ellandalazyana- 
Perumal have been sacribed to this SundaraePandya. Being one of the very few 
inscriptions that relate to the foundation 
of a new village, some details about it 
may not be without interest. The village 
granted was called Vikrama-Pandya-chaturvédi-mangalam evidently after the name 
of an unknown brother or father (xéyanar) of Sundara-Pandya. In the centre of it 
was also established the temple of Vikrama-Pandyéévara similarly designated. The 
village was intended to accommodate primarily 108 Brahmanas among whom were 
many well-versed in vedas and Sastras and able to expound the same. Four vélis of 
land were purchased for the village‘site and included within it the temple premises, 
the house sites of the 108 Brahmanas mentioned above, of men who were in charge 
of the village library (Sarasvati-bhandaratlar) and of other village servants ( pammakr 
kal). In purchasing the land with its trees, wells, paths, channels (?), embankments 
indicating land-divisions (bhagaSray) and all other benefits, the rights and privileges 
of the old tenants and title-holders were completely hought up. The right of way 
was secured for the Brahmanas to walk to the tank Kavarkulam every day for the 
purpose of performing the sandhydvandana prayers. Land for grazing the cattle was 
also provided for. Also for the maintenance of the 108 Brahman families andlothers, 
were acquired 117% ४८८८७ of land in the village of Rajasikhamaninallir alias Puliyan- 
gudi. The Brihmanas evidently received each a full ४८७ of land. The following 
other vrittis were also settled :--teachers of Vēdas, 3, teachers of Sutras, 1. two 
doctors, 13, ambaduyas (?), 3, village accountant 2, drummer, 4, potter, +, blacksmith, 3, 
carpenter, 3, goldsmith, 7, iraikolls, $, barber, 3, washerman, }, village watchman 
(padi-kappan) ł, and the village-servant (vettiyan) 3. Of the natta land outside the 
agrahéra ° Brahman quarter,” three parts were set apart for Vellan-kaniyalar and the 
remainder for other professionals (?). The fruit trees, gardens, ponds, waterpits, 
grazing grounds, irrigation channels, uncultivable waste, embankments (?) of fields 
and pathways, included in the village site were made over (to the donees) as per 
customary law. All taxes were excused but it was stipulated that from the 14th 
year of the king 500 kalam of superior paddy, was to be measured out every year to 
the temple at Chidambaram for conducting the Sand: mentioned at the beginning of 
this paragraph and that all lands which belonged to temples (tirunämattukkāni) must 
be demarcated by stones marked with the trident. No. 278 which is dated in the reign 
of a certain Konérinmaikonday deals similarly with a grant of 116 vélis of land to 
108 Brahmanas who by turns were required to‘ bless the king’ during the $ribal 
ceremony conducted in the temple of the goddess. The land was made tax-free but 
as in the case of the donees of Vikrama-Pandya-chaturvédimangalam, these had to 
measure out a fixed quantity of paddy to the Tillainayakan (2.e., Nataraja) temple at 
Chidambaram. 
19. Nos. 425 and 426 are also dated in the reign of Jatavarman Sundara Pandya. 
ի unl The former contains details of date 
0000 ; an unknown elder brother of Which have been calculated by Diwan 
5 Bahadur L. D. Swamikannu Pillai and 
found to be correct for Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. Further the attesting officer 
Kaduvetti of Kappalūr of No. 425 is also found in No. 429 which distinctly belongs 
to Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 1. ५ who took all countries.” The reference made in 
Nos. 425 and 426 to a shrine of Kulasékhara-Avudaiyar so named after the king’s 
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-elder brother (annalvi) suggests that Jativarman Sundara-Pandya I. must have had 
-an elder brother called Kulasékhara who ruled either simultaneously with him or some 
time before him. Mr. Swamikkannu Pillai in his list of Pandya rulers of the 13th 
century A.D. (Ind. Ant. Vol. XLII) mentions a Jatavarman Kulasékhara JI. who 
succeeded to the throne in A.D. 1237. In his report for 1899, para, 46, the 
late Rai Bahadur Մ. Venkayya also postulated the existence of a Kulasékhara with 
Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya I. No. 439 which again belongs to the time of [Jata- 
varman | Sundara-Pandya I. is another interesting document. A number of Brahman 
priests had shared among themselves the hereditary right of periodical worship during 
the 30 days of the month in the temple of KaméSvara at Aragalir. Probably there 
were also Some women among the shareholders. These having misappropriated the 
temple jewels, were arrested in conse- 
quence and placed in confinement under 
orders of the méhéSvaras and the chief 
officers of the temple. These latter subsequently assembled together in the mandapa 
and decided that the 34 days of worship belonging to the culprits may be sold for 
250 panam (one panam being = 100 १०४४), No. 448 also from Aragaliir quotes the 
13th year of(the king’s) elder brother (anniv!) Sundara-Pandyadéva. It is not 
possible to state who this king was whose 
elder brother is called Sundara-Pindya 
‘and on whose account a grant was made to ward off the evil of an eclipse which 
happened in the month Pirattadi. 


20. Seven inscriptions of Vikrama-Pandya three of which distinguish him by the 
title Maravarman and four which eulogise 
his military prowess in Tamil verses, 
have been secured from Chidambaram. A Dalavanir record-which was copied in 
1905 (No. 55) begins with the historical introduction samasta-bhuvan-aika-vira, ete., 
and calls Vikrama-Pandya ‘‘ the sun to the dense darkness of the Kerala race, the 
submarine fire to the Chola race”, the consuming fire of the Kathaka and a poison to 
the lord of Laùkā (Ceylon). It further states that Vikrama-Pandya was a terror to 
Vira-Gandagopala, and the kitapakala-fever to the mad elephant wz. Ganapati and 
that he performed his anointment of sovereignty at Kafichipura. The date Saka 1209 
( = 1286-87 A.D.) given against No. 54 of 1905 could not with certainty be ascribed 
to the time of Vikrama-Pandya and may not belong to him. Inhis Annual Report for 
1904-05, paragraph 23, Mr. Venkayya expressed his doubt if Vikrama-Pandya could 
have conquered Ganapati since the latter had died in or about A.D. 1260. No. 365 
-of the current year which consists of three Tamil verses in praise of Vikrama-Pandya 
refers to his conquest of the Vénddu (Travancore) king at Podiyil and to his titles 
Bhuvanékaviran and Korkaikavalan. It calls him also an enemy of Ganapati and in 
one verse addresses the king in a quasi-poetical manner as a hero who did not carry 
his arms to the north, ‘ for there (2.6. in the north) was a woman ruling (in the name of 
a) king.’ It is not impossible that in this last verse there is a hidden reference to the 
Kakatiya queen Rudramba who under the name Rudradéva-Mahiraija succeeded her 
father Ganapati in Saka 1182 (=A.D. 1260). The latest date for Rudramba as appears 
from the sequel, is Saka 1211 (= A.D. 1289). Consequently it is not impossible that 
Bhuvanaikavira VikramagPandya of the metrical records is identical with Maravarman 
Vikrama-Pandya who, according to the calculations of Diwan Bahadur L. Ս. Swami- 
kannu Pillai, succeeded to the throne in A.D. 1283 and would thus be a contemporary 
-of Rudramba. That he was the enemy of the Kakatiya king Ganapati and of Vira- 
Gandagopala has still to be explained. It naturally suggests itself that Vikrama- 
Pandya who like Jatévarman Sundara-Pandya I. conquered the Kéralas, the Cholas 
and the king of Lanka and was the enemy of Ganapati and Vira-Gandagopala is 
indeed identical with that Vikrama-Pandya whose name, Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 
I. is stated to have commemorated in inscriptions Nos. 277 and .278 noted above. 
As he was the enemy of the Kakatiya king Ganapati as well as of the latter king’s 
daughter Rudramba, his rule must have commenced sometime before A.D. 1260. 
The coin, bearing the legend Bhuvanaikaviran described by Sir Walter Elliot 
(Coins of Southern India, ք. 152 f, No. 138), may have to be attributed to this Bhuvans- 
kavira Vikrama-Pandya. No. 336 also refers to Vikrama-Pandya’s title Bhuvané- 
-kaviran. The author of the Tamil verses recorded in No. 329 was a certain 
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Taynalla-Perumal Munaiyadaraiyan who was surnamed Bhuvanékavira-Tondaiman. 
‘This inscription which consists of Six verses refers toa battle which was fought by 
the Pandya, evidently Bhuvanékavira Vikrama-Pandva, against the Chola, at Chidam-- 
baram. The military officer who took an active part in the battle is stated to be 
Valliyan Munaiyan Adittan. From the description given in No. 336 it appears that. 
the battle with the Chilas took place on the banks of Vellaru near Chidambaram. 
Thus it looks as if Vikrama-Pandya Bhuvanékavira whose records begin samasta- 
bhuvanaikarzra, eic.. must have been a contemporary of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 
I being related to him as his father or brother (nayagar). Or, it may be that he is- 
identical with Maravaraman Vikrama-Pandya whose initial date as calculated by Mr. 
Swamikkannu Pillai corresponds to A. D. 1283,and who claimed for himself the 
conquests of Jativarman Sundara-Pandya I having perhaps associated with him 
while yet a prince, in the fight with Ganapati, Gandagopala and others. 

Nos. 270 and 295 which call Vikrama-Pandya, a Maravarman and supply for him. 
the surnames Rajikkal-nayan and Rajakkal-tambiran respectively, probably refer to 
a later king of that name. No. 276 ‘mentions his queen Ulagamuludum-Udaiyal. 
` Some of his ministers were Vangatta- 
raiyan, Kulasékharachchdlakin and 
Gangéyarayan. Rajakkalndyan-tirumaligai and Bhuvanékaviran-Pattana-éirmai 
which occur in later inscriptions from Chidambaram, were evidently uamed after the 
kings who bore the respective surnames. 


21. Mayavarman Vira-Pandya is another Pandya king of whose reign we have: 
very few records. He is represented by six epigraphs in the collection (Nos. 269, 
279, 320,328, 351 and 386 of 1913). No. 269 registers an order of an officer called 
Vikrama-Pandya Gangéyarayan and refers to the founding of a street for the benefit 
of the weaver merchants of Chidambaram on condition that they supplied four new 
cloths every year for a festival in the temple (see also No. 308). No. 351 similarly 
records an order of Chédiyarayan, No. 279 of Pallavarayan and No. 320 of Vira-Pandya 
Vanadarayan. The name Vikrama-Pandya Gangéyardyan of No. 269 and the term. 
Vira-Pandya, the successor of Vikrama- Rajakkal-tambir in-tirumaligat which. 

Pandya. occurs in No. 320 as the name of a portion. 
of the Chidambaram temple, suggest that 
Vira-Pandya should have been a successor of Maravarman Vikrama-Pandya whose 
title Rajakkal-tambiran has been noted already. In my Annual Report for 1910-11 
paragraph 40, I have stated that the Arulala-Perumi] inscription of Ravivarman 
Kulasékhara which is about 30 years later 
than the death of Jatavarman Sundara- 
Pandya I. refers to a certain Vira-Pandya 
as his enemy. It is not unlikely that our Maravarman Vira-Pandya who in point of 
time immediately followed Maravarman Vikrama-Pandya, was the Pandya enemy of 
the Kerala king Ravivarman Kulaééekhara. 

22. Of the two records which are dated in the reign of Maravarman Tribhuvana- 
chakravartin Kulasékharadéva (Nos. 280 and 366) the latter հոտ to be ascribed to:

Perumal-sandi already referred to in connection with Jatavétman Sundara-Pandya I. 

Also Kalingaraéyan who issues the order figures in the inscriptions of Jatavarman 
Sundara-Pandya I. 

23. No. 424 from Aragalir refers to the king by his tittle Konérinmélkondan 
and in the body of the record we find mention made of a service called Kédandaraman: 
gandi instituted in the name of the king. A village was also granted for the main- 
tenance of this service, excluding therefrom, as usual, the gifts previously made to 
temples, bhatfas and Jaina shrines (Pallichehandam). From calculations of dates, Mr. 
Swamikkannu Pillai concludes that Kodandarimap must have been a title of 
Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya III who ascended the throne in A.D. 1276. The 
Pandya coins bearing the legends Kodandaramaz and Kahyugardmar have also to be 
ascribed to him (Epigraphical Report for 1893, p. 6). Another record of Jatavarman 
Sundara-Pandya 111. from Aragalfir (No. 432) deserves to be noted. The grant 
registered therein was made under peculiar circumstances. The Chetties of Aragalir’ 
appear to have had the proprietary right of conducting the festivals in the temple. 


Maravarman Vikrama-Pandya. 


Vira-Pandya, a probable contemporary of 
Ravivarman Kulaéékhara. 
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But the oil merchants (vaniya-nagarattér) quarrelled with the Chetties, spoke 
disparagingly of them and offered to 
take upon themselves the responsibility 
of conducting these festivals. Being 
asked by the supervisors of the temple to bid for the privileges in public auction 
(Fev Quien) the oil merchants did so and the management of the festivals 
passed into their hands. But as time passed by, the festivals came to be neglected. 
Thereupon the ndttar (i.e. the Chetties) came forward and raising a severe protest 
against the discontinuance of the festivals, made a grant of the village of Talaivay 
for conducting them as usual, in conformity to the wishes of the mahésvaras and the 
sthimkas of the temple. Such disputes are not uncommon even to-day and often- 
times the festivals, in many ordinary temples are kept up by the vain sense of dignity 
prevalent among rival parties recognized as the hereditary patrons of the temples. 
From No. 419 we learn that a specified tax called kanikkal granted to the Aragaliir 
temple by the king was apparently not paid էօ that temple by the nattar living in 
the districts between the rivers Vémbaraéru and Pennai. On hearing of this the 
ea t int king issued an immediate order to the 
ԱՆՆ the: payment: of Sopian: "ռւ natiar to make the payment back to the 
temple, of the tax that had been due to it 
and not to repeat the mistake again. 

24. No. 350 engraved on the southern gépura of the Nataraja temple records an 
order of Chédiyarayan registering a gift of land made in the 4th year of Maravarman 
Maravarman Vira-Kérala alias Kulasékhara ; Vira -Kërala alias Kulasekharadéva by a 

his identity with Ravivarman Kulaśēkhara. native of Pallikkodu m Malaimandalam 
(Malabar). From the title Maravarman 
which the king bears, it appears as if the Kulasékhara of this inscription has to be 
taken for a Pandya king. The surname Vira-Kérala, however, indicates his Kerala 
(Chéra) affinity. Perhaps we have to identify him with the Kérala conqueror Ravi- 
varman-Kulasekhara, two of whose records have been published in Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, 
pp. 145 and 148 and Vol. VIII, ք. 8. The Poonamallee Grantha inscription 
(No. 84 of 1911) which registers the grant of Poonamallee alias Chéra-Pandya- 
chaturvédimangalam (Annual Report for 1911, p. 79, paragraph 40), evidently 
suggests that the Chéra conqueror called himself alsoa Pandya. It may be noted 
that Jayasimha, the father of Ravivarman, bore the title Vira-Kérala (Ep. Ind., 
Vol. IV. ७. 293). In the Arulala-Perumal inscription Ravivarman Kulasgekhara 
is stated to have been at Kafichi in his 4th year. 


No. 356 from Chidambaram is a record of the Cochin king Rimavarma-Maharija 
of the family of Séramin-Perumal Nayanar. He was born under the asterism Viéakha. 
In the Saka year 14[9]8 corresponding 
_ roughly to A.D. 1576-77 he made a grant 
cf 33 dishes (taligaz) of food-offermgs to Anandatandava-Perumil (४.८., Nataraja) for 
distribution among Mahéévaras, Brahmanas and temple cooks. Mr. Achyuta Menon 
the author of the Cochin State Manual, does not mention this Ramavarma- Maharaja 
but says on page 79, speaking of Vira-Kerala-Varma: «« The king died in 1561 and 
was succeeded by Goda-Varma; the length of this king’s reign and the names of 
his immediate successors are unknown.’ Consequently it appears as if Rama- 
varma-Maharaja of the Chidambaram inscription must be one of the unknown, if not 
the immediate, successor of Goda-Varma referred to by Mr. Menon.

VIJAYANAGARA KINGS. 


25. The only copper-plate record (No. 2 of Appendix A) of the dynasty examined 
during the year was secured by the acting Kanarese Assistant Mr. K. Rama Sastri 
through the kindness of the Tahsildar, 
Bellary. The plates are written in Nagari 
and commence with a regular genealogy of the Yadava or the first dynasty of Vijaya- 
nagara kings. Of Bukka I we are told that on his becoming king the prosperity of the 
Karnata kingdom was permanently established. Evidently by Karnata is here meant 
the empire of the Hoysala dynasty which Bukka is known to have revived under the 
new name of Vijayanagara. The prowess of Divariya I was such that the Turushkas 
(Mubammadans) dwindled before him. The father of Viripiksha was Pratapa or 
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Praudha-Pratapa’ I have suggested in A.S.R. for 1997-8, ք. 252, note 5, that this 
Pratapa cannot be identical with Dévaraya ԼԼ as Prof. Kielhora apparently thought 
(Ep. Ind., Vol. Մ. Appendix II, 18a) but must be his younger brother Pratapa- 
Dévariya who is mentioned in the Satyamangalam plates of Davaraya II as 
having held a high office under his royal brother (Ep. Ind., Vol. III. ք. 36). 
This 1s supported by what is stated in the present inscription, viz., that the former 
‘acquired the rule of the kingdom of Ghanidri (7.e., Penugonda) from, his elder 
brother.’ Again, the wife of this Pratipa and the mother of Virapaksha was Siddaladévi 
as given in our record. Mr. Rice however gives the same as Simhaladevi in fp. 
Carn., Vol. III. Ml. 124. It is not impossible that Simhaladévi is a mistake for 
Siddaladévi. Viripaksha is stated in our record to have secured his succession to 
the Vijayanagara throne by his own prowess (nija-pratāpāt). Evidently there was 
some trouble in succession subsequent to the death of Mallikarjuna Immadi- Praudlia- 
Devariya II. The king made a grant of land to a great scholar (not named) who is 
stated to have written the work called Bhashya-Dhisha, and to a doctor. He then 
also gave at the request of a certain Viranarva, the village of Somalapura to several 
Brahmanas. 
26. The earliest of the Vijayanagara stone records, belongs to the reign of 
Harihara I, the son of Sarga (2.e., Sangama) and the elder of the two brothers who 
founded the dynasty. It is dated in 
Harihara I. Saka 1277 (= A.D. 1355-6) and is 
engraved on the pedestal of a Jaina image 
now preserved in the taluk office at Rayadrug (No. 111 of Appendix B.). It informs 
us that a certain Jaina merchant named Bhogaraja, a lay pupil of Maganandivratin, 
who was himself a disciple of Amarakirti-Acharya of Kundakundanvaya, Sarasvata- 
gachcha, Balatkaragana and the Mūlasarngha, consecrated the image of Sant-Ananta- 
Jinésvara, which is probably the one on which the inscription is incised. No. 109 
which comes also from Rayadrug is a nisidi-stonẹ and bears on it in different 
compartments the images of eight Jaina teachers and Jay disciples. Harihara TI. 
is represented by a single inscription (No. 247) from Modahalli which is here 
surnamed Kamparajapura. The inscription is dated in Saka 1313 and refers to a 
փ revious gift made by Hiriya-Kamparaya, 
Harihara 11. and Kampa 11. ‘ihe alice Kampit ye "By the term 
‘elder’ affixed էօ Kampariya we have perhaps to understand Kampa I. one of the 
younger brothers of Harihara I and Bukka I. Kampa II. the son of Bukka J, of 
whom we have three records in the collection is generally referred to in inscriptions 
as Kumara-or Chikka-Kampa (Ep. Ind., Vol. VI. ք. 324). A damaged inscription 
from Chinna-Hottir refers to the foundation of the temple of Adikésavanatha (४.८. the 
present Channakééavasvamin) by Pratipa Harihararaya (Harihara II). Two other 
kings of the first dynasty whose records are registered in Appendix B are 
Viruppanna-Udaiyar (2.e., Viripaksha I) son of Ariyanna-Udaiyar (No. 430) and 
Virapaksha I. and Vira-Bhi pati Vira-Bhipatiraya (No. 358). The latter 
Eos 55 pe registers a gift by the ministers Chavun- 
darasa and Adittarasa. If the minister Chavundarasa here mentioned is identical 
with the Védic scholar Chaundapacharya, we may identify Vira-Bhipati with the 
son of Bukka II in whose time that scholar flourished (vide Annual Report for 1909, 
ք. 115). In the reign of Virtipaksha I three priests of the temple of Kaméévaram- 
udaiya-Nayanar at Aragalir are stated to have sold the share of their privilege of 
worship in that temple, with its emoluments, to a priest of some other village 
(No. 430). This privilege of worship in the Aragaliir temple was the subject also of 
a very interesting dispute which has been registered in No. 413 of about this same 
period. The judgment given by a certain Tirumalli-Nayaka who was evidently 
the ruler of the district, shows the 
democratic spirit displayed by him in 
settling the question. The complaint was one which evidently proceeded from the 
managers of the KaméSvara temple at Aragalir. By way of summing up and 
communicating his final orders to the managers (sthdnikas) of that temple the chief 
Tirumalli-Nayaka says: ‘‘(1) A has been enjoying for a long time the, privilege 
of worshipping all the 30 days of the month in the temple, while actually only 
15 days belong to him by right and 15 days belong to another person named B ; (2) 
the privilege of B thus enjoyed by A without proper authority, requires settlement ; 


A temple dispute and an interesting enquiry. 
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(3) in support of the latter part of the statement made in (1) there are records in 
the temple to prove that the 15 days of B (now abandoned by him but enjoyed by 
A) have under orders been counted ‘unclaimed’ (irangal); (4) of this: privilege of 
15 days so declared unclaimed, you have sold (on your own responsibility) 7} days to 
a third person Օ and given him a sale-deed ; (5) by so doing you have deprived the 
acquired right of A enjoyed by him for the last eight or ten generations ; (6) at this 
stage, the natfir appear to have volunteered to settle the question fof enjoyment— A 
being found issueless (?) —and to have called the parties to present themselves before 
them together with A ; (7) you—the managers-—were also required (under my orders), 
to be present on the occasion, to hear the case, and to carry out the decision arrived at by 
the nattar and to have in the meantime, during this period of hearing (by the nattar), 
the worship of the temple performed by outsiders, on payment ; (8) A having then 
appealed to me while I happened to be present at Aragalur, to hear his case personally 
and give a just decision I and the naitar together advised the parties to put their case 
before the mahdjanas and issued an order to this effect; (9) in obedience to our order 
the mahdjanas of the agraharas of Kulattir, Alambalam, Sadaiyanpattu and Mattiya- 
kurichehi met together, heard both sides and decided that although A may have been 
the hereditary holder of only 15 days of the privilege, it was not fair to sell part of 
the disputed portion thereof to an outsider like C while the right to purchase (in virtue 
of long enjoyment) primarily rested in A ; (111) accordingly, therefore, to this decision of 
the mahdjanas we order that A must continue to enjoy the full 30 days as before and 
that the sale-deed you have given to C should be cancelled.” 


27. No. 876 from Chidambaram of the timé of Dévaraya II registers an order 
of the king to the managers of all temples and temple charities in the districts of 
[Tiruchehira jpalli-usavadi and Valudilambattu-uSavadi thus: “ As we have been 
informed by the MahéSvaras and Maru- 
davanachehivan that the king’s officers, 
in the villages belonging to the temples, are unjustly collecting the taxes called 
kānikkai, araSupéru, karanakkar-jodi, vseshadayam, älamañňji, etc., representing these 
to be dues payable to the palace; that the villagers taking up on mortgage the 
lands purchased, presented or otherwise owned by the temples, stubbornly refuse to 
give back those lands to the temples and that as a consequence the temple tenants 
have abandoned the villages causing thereby the stoppage of worship in these temples, 
we order that the taxes mentioned above shall no longer be collected, the only pay- 
able tax, however, being the §lavarippon ; that the worship, ete., in your temples shall 
be conducted in future, under the direction of the jsaid Marudavanachchivan and that 
temple lands shall in no case be let out on (long) lease, nor shall they be assigned 
to anyone as tax-free hereditary property, free-gift or bhatta-vritt.” Devaraya’s bene- 
ficial rule which contributed to many other comforts of his subjects (4.S.R. for 
1907-88, ք. 250) and had reached the height of prosperity, is thus further confirmed 
by the order recorded in No. 376. 

28. It is known that the first dynasty of Vijayanagara kings terminated with 
the usurpation of the Saluvas. No. 322 which is dated in Saka 1422 mentions an 
agent of Narasa-Nayaka-Udaiyar, named 
Tirumalaikkolundar and states that the 
latter was in charge of the management of the temple at Chidambaram. As Narasā- 
Nayaka does not receive the usual Saluva titles, we have perhaps to presume that the 
reference here is to the Tuluva general of the Saluva king Narasingaraya. 


Eight records ranging in date from Saka 1424 to Saka 1428 belong to the time 
of Immadi-Nrisimbaraya, the son of the usurper Saluva Narasingaraya or Saluva 
Narasinga Bhujabaladéva-Maharaya, as he is called in No. 412. Immadi-Nrisimha is 
called in these records Danmaraya (Dhar- 
maraya) or Tammaraya (identical with 
‘Tamarao’ of Nuniz), Virapratipa Tammariya and Tamaraya Immadi-Narasa- 
Nayaka. His father Saluva Narasinga is stated to have ‘witnessed the elephant 
hunt’ and to have ‘received tribute from the king of Ceylon.’ While the former 
of these attributes may have been borrowed from the kings of the Ist Vijaya- 
nagara dynasty, the latter perhaps proves the extent of his dominion and perhaps 
also his powerful re-organisation which once again revived the disintegrating 
empire (Annual Report for 1908-09, p. 117). Immadi-Nrisithha was only king

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de jure, while the reins of Government were actually in the hands of the Tuluva 
general Narasa-Nayaka. The grants registered in Nos. 445 and 450 were made in 
order to secure success to Narasa-Nayaka in his victorious tours (dgvijaya). The 
gift made in the first of these inscriptions by a certain Ammana-Nayaka was that of a 
woman to the temple as a permanent servant (adiyd@/), providing her with land, house 
and rice from the temple. In the second, the same chief is called Kumirar Svami 
Ammana-Nayakkar. Both the records are dated in the Simha (Bhadrapada) month of 
Saka 1424, in the latter part of which year, Narasi-Nayaka must have died and his son 
Vira-Naraisitnharaya succeeded to the throne (4.6. 6. for 1908-9, p. 171). The 
Saluva king Immadi-Nrisimha, however, still continued to be the nominal ruler With 
his seat of Government somewhere outside Vijayanagara. The two Panem 1ոտօուք- 
tions (Nos. 166 and 167) supply the name of a certain Honnapa-Nayaka, son of 
Bokkasam (the treasurer), Dévappa-Nayaka. His records from Aragalur in the Salem 
district carry Immadi-Nrisimha’s date up to Saka 1427 which is the date of his 
Dévulapalle plates (Ep. Ind. Vol. VII. pp. 74-85). In Nos. 412 and 420 we are 
introduced to a chief named Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka. In Saka 1426 this chief 
restored the village of Pakkambadi to the temple at Aragalir of which it was a 
Eramaachi Ti աշ > dévadaina from a long time but which had 
Աաաա Nes तट १४७. aud Dis aonn ‘Gen subjected in the interim to the pay- 
i ment of a tax called Rajagaram-kanikkai. 
It is worthy of mention that this Tulukkana-Nayaka and his father Eyamāñchi Tim- 
mappa-Nayaka receive the titles Nayankaracharya, Naralokaganda and Vanginarayana 
among others. The Koyilolugu states that Krishnaraya Uttamanambi, the younger 
brother of Tirumalainatha Uttamanambi, when he was managing the affairs of the 
temple at Srirangam in Saka 1409, secured for that temple as many as 20 villages from 
persons like Eramafichi Timmappa-Nayaka (Ind. Ant., Vol. XL. p. 142). The grant 
registered in No: 420 was made for the health of Tulukkana-Nayaka by Allalanatha, 
Jlaiya-Nayaka and the inhabitants of Arrir-nddu and Mulaippar-nadu which were 
perhaps subject to his immediate control. l 


29. No. 408 from Aragaliir belongs to the time of Vira-Narasithharaya. Itis 
dated in Saka 1430, Vibhava and mentions in order of succession perhaps as ruling 
: | ; լ i i tā ēvarāya-Mahā- 
Bhujabala Vira-Narasimha Vasantarāya, sR DE a Ա» Li 
Saéluva Narasingaraya, his son Tammaraya, Narasa-Nayaka-Udaiyar and prince Vira- 
Narasimha Bhujabala-Vasantaraya. The order in which these kings are mentioned 
shows that the usurper Saluva Narasihgaraya immediately followed Virapratipa 
Devaraya-Maharaya, by which perhaps ‘ Padearao’ of Nuniz is meant. The Tuluva 
chief Narasi-Nayaka, though հօ may not have actually usurped the throne, is never- 
theless mentioned inasmuch as he was the de facto ruler of the kingdom. ‘The 
surname « Bhujabala’ for Vira-Narasimhargya—the elder brother of the great 
Krishnaraya of the Tuluva dynasty—2orresponds to ‘ Busbalrao’ of Nuniz. ‘ Vasan- 
taraya’ is a title not hitherto known for this king. Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka, 
son of Eramafichi Timmaya-Nayaka is here styled ‘ the inspirer of fear in the Chéra, 
Chola, Pandya and Vallala kings, the establisher of Yadavaraya and the enemy of 
mbuvaraya’. 


30. About 20 inscriptions belong to the time of Krishnaraya and range in date 

between Saka 1430 and 1451. No. 371 engraved on the north gapura of the temple at 
Chidambaram, mentions that, after setting 
up a pillar of victory at Simhadri-Pottu- 
niiru, the king returned from tbat place, visited Ponnambalam (४.८. Chidambaram) 
and built the northern gépura of the temple, perhaps as an act of gratitude for the 
victories that he had achieved in the north. Speaking of the same gépura No. 374 
says that, while the three other gopuras were built by crowned kings, this was the 
work of god himself. Evidently it was supposed to be the highest or the most 
picturesque and attractive. We have already seen that the east gopura was the 
work of Kopperuiijibgadéva. In the Pandya inscriptions of the 13th century A.D. 
reference is often made to a gopura of seven-storeys. Krishnaraya’s north gopura was 
evidently built in Saka 1438, Dhatri, the year in which he returned from Տնոնճօիճ- 
lam (A.S.R. for 1908-09, ք, 181). 


Krishnaraya. 
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An inscription of Saka 1435 from Bukkapatnam states that the king who had 
gone to Sivanasamudram on state business ordered from there that the ceremony of 
laksha-homa (a fire oblation in which ghee was poured 100,000 times into the fire-pit) 
might be performed at Penugonda, and on the closing occasion of that ceremony when 
the purnahuti is offered in the fire, the 
assessment on the dévaddya and brahma- 
diya lands below the tank of Krottach- 
eruvu, which having been tax-free from the time of Chikkodayalu had been assessed 
during subsequent political disturbances in the country, might be completely exempt- 
ed from paying any taxes either in kind or in coin. The order was engraved on 
stone by command of Rayasam Kondamarasayya Démarasayya. The latter must have 
been an officer of the king and a son of Kondamarasayya, the Brahman general of 
Krishnaraya (Annual Report for 1912, p. 80, paragraph 55). The ‘state affairs’ 
which required the presence of king Krishnaraya at Sivanasamudram, was evidently 
the rebellion raised by the Ummattiir chiefs, whose capital was at Sivanasamudra. 

Rebellion of the Ummattar chiefs. This is referred „to in the Amaravati 

inscription of Krishnaraya published in 

Ep. Ind. Vol, VII. pp. 17 to 22. The political disturbances mentioned in the inscrip- 

tion must have been those connected with these same chiefs who, under the title 

Penugonda-chakrésvara, had apparently held the whole country on the side of Penu- 

gonda, and asserted their independence already under Krishnaraya’s predecessor Vīra- 
Narasitnharaya.

The chiefs‘ Eramafichi Timmappa-Nayaka and his son Tulukkana-Nayaka 
mentioned already in connection with the Siluvas figure also in the time of Krishna- 
riya as chiefs ruling Maladu. In Saka 1430 (No. 427) Eramafichi Tulukkana-Nayaka 
revived the car festival in the Aragaliir temple, which had remained neglected 
subsequent to the days of the Pandyan rule. No. 408 of the time of Bhujabala 
Vira-Narasimnharaya, already referred to, and No. 411 in which no king is mentioned, 
also refer to Tulukkana-Nayaka having instituted festivals and provided a car to the 
Aragalir temple, which he called Naralokagandan after one of his own titles. From 
No. 403 we learn that the chief Eramafichi Akki-Timmaya-Nayaka, evidently the 
grandson of Timmappa-Nayaka already mentioned, gave a village to a Brahmana 
named a arajabhatta, son of Arunagirinatha. The same chief is stated in 
No. 409 dated Saka 1435, to have rehabilitated the deserted hamlet of Panattalai near 
Aragalir under the name Immadi-Tulukkananayakan-péttai and to have bestowed 
it օո the Kakkolar (weavers) and other classes as a kattugutlagai village by which 
they had to pay 3 panam for each loom and 3 for each plough, but were otherwise 
free from the obligations and assessments such as echchoru, varisoru, älamañji ete. 


In a record of Saka 1438 which comes from Kokkarayanpét the king receives, 
among others, the title ‘ Rajakkal-tambiran’. An interesting information about the 
reception in court accorded by the king to three 8726702678 of the Aragalir temple is 
recorded in No. 449. It appears that these had suffered some injustice at the hands 
of the authorities (rdjagara) and accordingly went to Vijayanagara to represent their 
grievances to the king. Amaram Timmarasa who was the chief in waiting at the 
door of the king, introduced them to the sovereign and had their grievances redressed. 
It is also stated that before returning, each of the sthdnikas was presented with a 
garland, a head dress, a horse and an umbrella. 


No. 333 which is in Tamil verse says that in Saka 1443 a certain Mangaragan 
granted the village of Chidambaranatha- 
puram to the temple at Chidambaram 
for the welfare of the king. This chief may be identical with Taranikka 
Mangaragayyan who is mentioned in No. 426 of 1909 as Krishnaréya’s viceroy in 
Tiruvadi-rajya (South Arcot district). 


His officer, Mangaraga. 


The succession of kings supplied by No. 451 is somewhat similar to the one 
mentioned at the beginning of No. 408. These were Tammayaraya, Virapratapa 
Narasa-Nayaka, _ Virabhoga-Vasantaraya and Krishnadéva-Maharaya. Virabhoga- 
Vasantaraya is evidently a mistake for Vira-Bhujabala Vasantarsya which, as noted 
already, was a surname of Vira-Narasitnharaya, the elder brother of Krishnaraya. 
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The record registers a grant of eight permanent servants (adiyar) to the Kariya- 
perumal temple at Aragalir with a provision of 1,000 Audi of land for their mainte- 


nance, by one Mrutyufijaya-Nayaka for the merit of his master, a certain Tirumalai- 
Nayaka 


Honnapa-Nayaka, son of Bokkasam Dévapa-Nayaka (No. 165), already referred 
to in connection with the Saluvas, Muddana-Nayaka (No. 194), Vakita-Peddapa, 
Nayudu, son of Bokkasam Pedda 
Other o Monts ofthe Ring: Näyudu (No. 164) and Bhandarada 
Timmarasa (No. 216) are mentioned as other officers of Krishnariya. The last two 
inscriptions are dated in the Saka year 1451 (expired), Virddhin. ` As the first refers 
itself to the earlier half of Virddhin viz. Vaisakha ճս. dz. 15, it is not impossible that 
Krishvaraya was still living at the time. But from the second inscription which is 
dated in Magha, $u. di. 11, of that same year by which time, according to the two 
յ լ Kafichi inscriptions, king Achyutardya 
Achyutaraya’s coronation and the people at had been already crowned (on the 5th 
rapt day of the dark half of the month of 
Karttika ; A.S.R. for 1908-9, ք. 187), it has to be doubted if the writer of this 
inscription was right in mentioning Krishnaraya as the ruling sovereign. But the 
statement in the body of the record that a gift of 36 vardhas was made to a feeding 
house at Yalape for the merit of Achyutaraya-Maharaya, makes it more likely that 
the news of the coronation of Achyutariya mentioned in the Kafichi inscriptions 
had not yet reached the people at Yalpi but that they were in expectation of it. 
Meanwhile Krishnaraya was evidtntly presumed to be the king. 


31. A record of Tirumaladéva-Maharaya dated in Saka 1446 (No. 181) comes 
from Gorantla where another inscription 
of the same king had been already copied 
in 1912 (Annual Report for 1912, p. 80). He has been identified with a son of 


Krishnaraya who, according to Nuniz, was elected by the king to succeed him on the 
throne but died soon after. 


Tirumala 


32. The contents of No. 179 from Bukkapatnam are similar to what have been 
noted already in connection with No. 180 under Krishnaraya. The dévadaya and the 
brahmadéya lands below the tank of Hosakere (Telugu: Krottacheruvu) which were 
tax-free since the time of Chikkavodeya had in the interim been assessed in coin and 
in kind, owing to political disturbances 
Bhandarada Timmarasa, son of Appara- 
sayya, restored the old order of things 
and declared the lands rent-free on the occasion of the purnahuti-oblation in the laksha- 
homa-ceremony which was performed at the instance of the king in Varadaraja- 
Ammana-péte. Chikkavodeya mentioned here and in No. 180 must have been a 
person for whom the kings Krishyariya and Achyuta must have evidently had high 
regard. Perbaps by Chikkavodeya we have to understand Bukka 1, the younger of 
the two brothers who founded the Vijayanagaraempire. The political disturbances 
again mentioned in the Bukkapatnam record of Achyutaraya indicate that after the 
death of the powerful Krishnaraya there must have been once more a revolt by the 
Ummattir chiefs. This explains why in the Kāñchī inscriptions, Achyuta is stated 
to have promised protection to Mallaraja of Ummattiir. 

From Havinahalu Virapura comes a record (No. 195) which supplies the name 
Bukka-Amma, the grandmother of Achyutaraya and mother of Narasana-Nayaka 
In another part of the record we learn that the name of her husband was 
Tévara-Nayaka. The village Dondavati, it is stated, was granted to the god 
Bukkésvaradéva whose throne was established above the temple of Virtipakshadéva, 
on its west side, near the Sommana-Nayaka [pond]. No. 245 gives to king Achyuta 
the attribute ‘who having performed the anointment of_heroes and victors (had 
acquired) immeasurable prowess,’ and records a grant to the temple of Mallikarjuna 
at Old Modaballi made by an officer for the merit of the king and Ramappayya ‘the 
partner of the king in the administration of the country.’ Ramappayya who was 
evidently the chief minister of Achyuta is identical with the famous Ramiabhatlayya 
Under orders of this Ramabhatlayya a certain Peddirajayya communicated to the reddis 
and karnams of Krottacheruvu, that the tax (?) called rijulagutta had been remitted on 
all the lands belonging to that magan (No. 176). The same chief also announced the 


Achyuta and the Jlakshahéma-ceremony per- 
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remission of marriage fees and taxes on the income (?) of Brahmanas (No. 177). 
No. 202 registers the foundation of a temple of Mukhyaprananatha—a name given by 
the Brahmans of the Madhva sect, to Hanuman—for the merit of the Mahamgndalésvara 
Hiriya-Tirumalaraja, son of Salakayadéva-Maha-arasu. This chief was the well known 
brother-in-law of the king who led a compaign against the Travancore country and 
who by his arrogant behaviour was the chief instrument in alienating the allegiance 
and sympathy of Achyuta’s feudatory chiefs (4.5.Թ. for 1908-9, p. 190). The 
reconsecration of the Tillai Govindaraja-Perumal shrine according to the Vaikhanasa 
ritual, in the reign of Achyuta, has been mentioned above in the general section on 
Chidambaram given at the beginning of this part. 


33. Remission of taxes payable by barbers throughout the country was one of 
the first administrative measures adopted 
by the Méahdmandalésvara Ramarajay- 
yadéva of the Karnata family, who set up on the Vijayanagara throne the puppet 
king Sadafiva. This has been referred to in inscriptions frequently. No. 218 from 
Yalpi states that the concession was extended to the barbers (nd@yinda-vaja) in Yalap- 
peya-sime. The  Mahamandalésvara Ramarija-Vithalaraja-Tirumalarajayyadéva 
Maharaja, one of the viceroys of the king ruling the Rayadurga-sima, on hearing from 
the Brahmans of that district that a certain Hasaini-Hasu—-evidently a Muhammadan 
chief —was collecting by force certain taxes which they were not obliged to pay, 
ordered after due investigation into accounts that these taxes were illegal and 
need not be collected anymore and that fines from people accruing in these 
agrahara-villages, may henceforward be utilised for repairing temples, tanks, ponds 
and irrigation channels (No. 104). Vitthala, the father of this Tirumalarajayyadéva, 
was the famous conqueror of the Travancore country and the viceroy for some time of 
the Tiruchchirappalli-sirmai (A.S.R. for 1908-9, թ. 162). No. 105 from Rayadrug 
mentions another son օք Vitthala named Krishnamaraja and records the grant of the 
village Baginayanipalle in Rayadurga-sima. Stillanother viceroy of Sadasiva was the 
Mahamandalésvara Komara-Kondrajayyadéva-Maharaja who was in charge of the 
Vinukonda-sima under orders of the Mahamandalésvara Ramaraja Tirumalarajayya 
. 1 No. 530). This chief must be identical 
Subordinates of Sadadiva. Ca a Karnata king Tirumala I, who 
after the battle of Talikota stepped into the place of his elder brother Ramaraja 
(Hemraj) and became all powerful in the administration of the Vijayanagara empire. 
From copper-plate inscriptions we know that ,Tirumala 1 had four sons, viz, Rama, 
Ranga 11, Raghunatha and Venkata I—the second and foyrth of whom ruled the 
Karnaéta kingdom subsequent to Tirumala. No. 215 of Saka 1485 states that 
Raghunatharajayya, son of Ramaraja-Tirumalarajayadéva-Maha-arasu, made a grant 
to the temple of SiddhéSvaradéva. Still another subordinate of Sadasivadéva was 
evidently, the Tanjore Nayaka ruler Achyutappa-Nayaka, son of Siru(Telugu': 
Chinna)-Sevvappa-Nayaka, who in Saka 1488 (No. 259) made a grant of the village 
Tiruveshkulam (Tiruvakulam) for the merit of Tirumalarajayya, z.e., Tirumala I. I 
have stated elsewhere (A.S.R. for 1911-12, p. 175) that Tirumala must have 
succeeded SadaSiva on the throne of Vijayanagara in or about Saka 1493, No. 137 from 
Gundala supplies the latest date Saka 1490 for Tirumala I, as a Mahaimandalésvara. 
The inscription, it may be noted, does not mention the ruling sovereign 890६81४. 

34. The Karnata dynasty is represented in the year’s collection by the three 
kings Ranga II, Venkata I and Ranga VI. With the first are mentioned the chiefs 
Mégoti-Timma-Nayudu, his subordniate 
Dalavayi Venkatappa-Nayudu, and 
Vaiyappa-Krishnappa-Kondama-Nayakkar. The gopura and the enclosure wall of 
the Ramasvamin temple at Rayadrug were built by a native of Kundurpi under 
orders of a certain Venkatapati-Nayanivaru who in Saka 1648 is stated to have been 
. ruling on the throne at Rayadrug (No. 102). The son of Venkatapati-Nayanivaru was 
Timmappa-Nayanivara who was ruling the same country in Saka 1686 (No. 103). 
Apparently these were some later descendants of Dalavayi Venkatappa-Nayudu the 
subordinate of Mégoti-Timma-Nayudu, mentioned above. Vaiyappa-Krishnappa- 
Kondama-Nayakkar presented a number of villages to the temple at Chidambaram 
for the maintenance of festivals and food offerings (No. 359). This same chief also 
appears largely in the records of Venkata I. found at Chidambaram. He declared 
completely tax-free all the villages owned by the temple from very early times (No. 
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369). The arrangement made by him for the proper conduct of these charities was 
_known as Kondamanayakkar-kattalai. One of the stipulations of this kattalai was that 
the offering of 50 ialigas of food to the god had to be distributed among Saiva mendi- 
Venkata I cants who went about with the beggar’s 
ee bowl in their hands (uz@s8 or &&--0 
Թռաճուու տ). From No. 362 we learn that the supervisor of all the services (Aattalat) 
in the Chidambaram temple was a certain Namassivaya-Udaiyar. Muttu Krishnappa- 
Nayaka, the son of the above mentioned Kondama-Nayaka, appears also to have made 
some repairs to the temple during the reign of the same king. Ina record of Saka 
1533 (No. 184) the gift is made for the merit of Chika- Venkatappa-Nayaka, evidently 
one of the two Venkatas of the Hemraj line (Ep. Ind. Vol. 111. table facing ք. 238). 
One record from the Chidambaram temple which belongs to the reign of Ranga VI 
Raiga VI (No. 271) is dated in Saka 1565 (= A.D. 
| 1643) and registers that a number of addi- 
tions were made to the shrine of Tillai Govindarajasvimin of the holy Chitraktita, by 
the king himself. A big pavilion (mandapa) was added in front of the shrine of 
Govindarajasvamin. So also, the gdpura over the main shrine, the shrines (vimana) 
of the goddesses Pundarikavalli-Nachchiyar and Sadikkodutta-N achchiyér and the 
mandapa in front of the shrine of Tiruvali-Alvan were added and five villages in which 
the Sri-Vaishnavas always dwelt were also granted. The four streets through which 
perhaps the gods and goddesses were to be carried in procegsion, were also defined. 


OTHER DYNASTIES. 


35. I noticed in my Annual Report for 1909, p. 110, a copper-plate grant 
from Ramatirtham which belongs to an early member of the family of Vishnukundins. 
The only published record of that family is the Chikkulla plates of Vikraméndravar- 
man 11. The Ramatirtham plates are also being now edited by Prof. Hultzsch in 
the Eyigraphia Indica and will shortly appear in that oe त 8 copper- 

५ : late grant (No. 70 ndix A) was 
Sannin boo the Co Ti by 
Mr. D. Մ. Prakasa Rao of Cocanada and was announced as relating to this family 
of kings. Mr. J. Ramayya Pantulu who secured them has been kind enough to lend 
them to me for examination. The alphabet in which the plates are written is much 
later compared with the Chikkulla and the Ramatirtham plates, and the execution of 
the Jetters too is very carelessly done. The first king mentioned is Vikramahéndra 
whose son was Govindavarman. The ‘dear son’ of the latter was the donor, the 
Maharaja-Madhavavarman some of whose eulogistic adjuncts found in this inscription 
are identical with similar phrases occurring in the Chikkulla and the Ramatirtham 
plates. Maharaja-Mdhavavarman, also called JanaSraya-Maharaja, having crossed 
the river Godavari with a desire to conquer the eastern region (pragdik), presented 
the village Pulimbiru in Guddavati-vishaya toa Brahman who was an immigrant 
from Kundiru in Kammarashtra. If Vikramahéndra, perhaps a corrupt form of 
Vikraméndra could be identified with Vikraméndravarman 11 of the Chikkulla plates 
two further generations of the Vishnukundins may be supposed to be supplied by the 
new plates. But it is very doubtful if in face of the later type of characters we 
would be justified in doing so. Anyhow it is certain that the kingdom of the Vishnu- 
kundins must have been somewhere south of the river Godavari inasmuch as 
Madhavavarman 11 alias JanaSraya-Mahardja of our record, had to cross the Godavari 
in proceeding on a conquest of the eastern country. 


36. Two Rashtrakiita records (Nos. 234 and 236) have been secured from 
ashtrakūtas : ի Kolagallu in the Bellary district. The 
ԱՐՑ or Rishon Peis IE ant the grat is dated in Saka’ 888 and refers 
անջ to the ոտքո՞ծք Chalakkenallata Aksla- 

varsha [Krishna III]. Gajadharayya, the high priest of the monastery called 
Karttikéya-tapovana remitted the taxes on a land granted by a private individual. 
Evidently Karttikéya-tapovana comprised a tract of country over which Gajadharayya 
had full control. No. 236 states that Krishna died in Saka 889, Kshaya and was 
succeeded on the throne by Khottigadéva. Here again Gajadharayya is mentioned and 
the god Karttikéya is extolled as JfanaSaktidhara, the son of Rudra, the leader of 
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the army of gods, the destroyer of the demon Taraka ard the very powerful one. 
The date of Krishna’s death and Khottiga’s. accession to the throne are for the first 
time, supplied by this record 


37. No. 242 from Nélapalli is a big rock inscription of the time of the later Nolamba 
Later Nolambas king Iriva-Nolamba II, entitled Ghate- 
՛ yankakara and Pallavaditya. The record 
is not dated but the characters are old enough to justify our assigning it to the Jatter 
part of the lOth century A.D. The genealogy supplied at the beginning is similar 
to what was registered Jn the last year’s report Part 11, paragraph 14. We are first 
introduced to a certain EkavakyaIriva-Nolamba (1) ; then, to his son Nanni-Nolamha 
his son Polalchdradéva, his son Vira-Mahéndra, his son Vakyadéva and his son the ruling 
prince Iriva-Nolamba 11. Thus the Nélapalle record supplies us with two generations 
of the later Nolambas subsequent to Vira-Mahéndra Nolambadhiraja of the Karshana- 
palle inscription (No. 325 of 1912). The contents of the record are also interesting 
The king being encamped at Ve[nva jru-Ponne in Paruvi-nadu, conferred the title of 
Mummadigavare Pallavaditya-Nolamba-Setti (also referred in No 243) on one of the 
Baligira-[ merchants | of Koyatiru (i.e. Laddigam near Punganir). Tbe honour 
carried with it the paraphernalia of a horse, an umbrella-bearer, a throne, addanige and 
other such royal gifts. The merchant also received from the king the village Kolatira 
surnamed Pallavadityapura, in Puli-naidu as a VaiSyadatii ‘gift to a merchant, 7 
perhaps to maintain the dignity which ‘was thus conferred on him. 


38. No. 113 from Nilagunda is a Kalachuri ‘record and belongs to the time of 

Kalachari Bijjaladeva Tribhuvanamalla Bhujabalachakravartin 

Bijjaladéva. His subordinate Tribhu- 

vanamalla Vira-Péndyadéva, not mentioned in Dr. Fleet’s Dyn. Kan. Distr., is stated 

to have been ruling the districts of Kogali 500 and Kadambalige 1000, included with- 

in Nonambavadi 82,000, The same chief was also serving under the Western 
Chalukya kings Soma$vara 111 and Jagadékamalla 11 


39. Another record from Nilagunda (No. 116) in the Bellary district, refers to 
Vira-Ballala II and his son Narasimha IT 
Hoysalas ; Ballala ԼԼ and bis son Narasithha II. both of whom, we know, were powerful 
emperors of the Hoysala dynasty. Of 
the former it is stated that ‘ with a single elephant he pushed back and killed, from 
Soratiir to the banks of Krishnavéni (4.6. Krishna), the army of Séuna which numbered 
200,000 infantry and 12.000 horse’. No. 123 adds that Ballala II ruled a vast 
extent of territory which comprised the provinces of Gapgavadi 96,000, Nonambavadi 
32,000, Banavase 12,000, Huligere 300, the two Beluvoias (?) and Masavadi, right 
up to the banks of the Heddore, i.e. Krishna. No. 126 states that he was ‘ the God of 
death to the Malavas ; the king of birds (४.८. Garuda) to the serpents, viz., the lords of 
Magadha ; the submarine fire to the Pafichalas ; the vajra-weapon to the mountains, 
viz., the Turushkas ; the god Siva to the cupid-like Népalas and a lion to the elephants, 
viz., the Gurjaras. He was also the supreme emperor of the South (No. 126) 
Ballala’s officers mentioned in these records were Sameyada-Garuda Marmmarasa 
and Masaneya-Dandanatha. The former built a (Trikūta) temple (now conserved 
under Government orders) for the gods Siva, Vishnu and Sirya. No. 124 mentions 
the name of the architect of this temple, to be Bammoja. Narasimha II in No. 116 
1s stated to have killed in battle the chiefs Vikramapila and Pavusa ; befriending 
the Chola he killed, his enemies, the Kadava king (Kopperufijinga), the chief of 
Magara and the lord of the Pandyas ; reinstated the Chola in his kingdom and planted 
a pillar of victory at Sētu (1.6., RaméSvaram). This boast of Narasitnha has been 
confirmed by the Tiruvéndipuram गप p tinted in Ep. Ind Vol VII, ք. 1608 
Soméévara, the son of Narasimha II, stopped at Kannantr in the south to protect 
the Hoysala interests and divided his dominion between his two sons Narasimha III 
and Rimanatha, the latter getting all the Tamil territory owned by the Hoysalas and 
the former the Karnata country with its capital at Dorasamudra (i.e. Halébidu). Orie 
inscription of Ramanatha has been copied at Aragaliir in the Salem district in which 
a certain Rahuttarayap figures evidently as the chief officer of the king (No. 414) 
After Narasimha IIÍ and Ramanatha the Hoysala kingdom once again became united 
920 Put,—27 
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under Ballala III whose rule continued down to the very foundation of Vijayanagara 
by the brothers Harihara I and Bukka J. No. 471 from Kigali in the Coimbatore 
district belongs to the reign of Ballala 111. 


40. Քսմոճոետ, the daughter of Ganapati, who came to the throne in Saka 1182 is 
TT l rete: represented by five inscriptions all of 
որմ Say Ամոն անն alos Badradéva-Mahie ագի GOI from Ipiru in the Vinukonda 
taluka of the Guntur district. They 
supply for her the latest available date viz. Saku 1211 (No. 536). The grants made 
are in favour of the temple of Alladanatha which was built according to No. 535 in or 
about Saka 1179 for the merit of the Mahdmandalésrara Kota-Ganapamadéviyamman- 
garu. This lady chief was a daughter of the Kakatiya king Ganapati, a sister of 
Rudramba and the wife of the Kota chief Beta. The title Maha&mandalésvara prefixed 
to Ganapama in this inscription suggests that she must have been independently 
ruling her husband’s dominions after the latter’s death. In Saka 1173, her husband 
Béta must have been living, since in that year he is stated to have founded the temple 
of (Gopinatha- Vasudéva) at Yenamadala (No. 142). In the Yenamadala inscription of 
Ganapamba which Professor Hultzsch has published in Ep. Znd. Vol. III, pp. 94ff, he 
states that Ganapamba after the death of her husband devoted herself to pious works 
and assumed the government of the small 
territory inherited from her deceased 
husband Beta and his ancestors along with 
the title ‘lord, etc.’ which is in .the 
masculine gender. This confirms what is suggested above, viz., that Ganapama after 
the death of her husband did actually rule and assume the male titles of her family. 
Again, the cyclic year Saumya (corresponding to Saka 1172) which is now lost in the 
original of the Yenamadala inscription but which Professor Hultzsch takes from. an 
abridged translation of it found in the Kistna district Manual, is presumed to be 
the possibly correct date of that record. If this is true, the death of Beta will have 
+o be placed before Saka 1172. But No. 142 was found to be clear in stating that 
Beta was still alive in Saka 1178. This, combined with No. 535 of Saka 1179 which 
shows that Beta was dead by that time leaves us to conclude that Béta’s death must 
have occurred some time between Saka 1173 and Saka 1179 and therefore also the 
date of the Yenamadala record of Ganapaémba, which belongs to the period subse- 
quent to the death of Beta, could not be earlier than Saka 1173. 


No. 163 of 1913 from Panem supplies the name of a hitherto unknown minister 
of Pratéparudradéva named Mummadi 
Mattaya who was in charge of the 
southern portion of the Kakatiya country, including Pedakallu (४.०, Pendekallu on 
the Southern Mahratta Railway). | 


41. The Velanandu chiefs who after the decline of the Eastern Chalukya kings 
in the Andhra country, played a very prominent part even as independent sovereigns, 
are represented in the collection by three inscriptions which come from Guntur, 

Velanandu Chiefs Yenikepadu and Peddakodamagundla. 
ւն ' These belong to the reign of the two 
kings Kulottunga-Choda Gonkaraja (III) and his son Kulottuhga Rajendra-Chodaya. 
From No. 144 of \Peddakodamagundla we learn that a certain subordinate of king 
Kulottuhga-Choda-Gohka (IIT) together with those of the Haihaya chief Kamaraja- 
Mallidévaraja ‘ the lord of Mahishmati and the ruler of the middle country right սք 
to the banks of the Ganga river’ assigned to the great men of Godamagiida (i.e. 
Peddakodamagundla) the taxes perusumka, vaddardavala, birana, kollivisa (instituted 
by Boddasa Bhimana) and other tolls in order that services in temples and the main- 
tenance of mendicants and students may be kept up in that village. The common 
interest which these subordinates of the Velanindu and the Haihaya kings had in the 
taxes at Peddakodamagundla suggests that the village was evidently one bordering 
between the two territories. In my report for 1910, page 117, paragraph 60, I have 
noted a few other inscriptions from the Palnād taluka which also relate to the 
Haihaya chiefs and their suzerains the Western Chalukya kings of Kalyani. 

From another record of the Velanandu family (No. 141) we learn that the temple 
of Buddhadéva, evidently the one at Dipaladinne near Amaravati continued to be 
patronised byimerchants (perhaps of the Hindu creed) and from No. 158, that at Bezvada 
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գո the 12th century A.D. there were two Vishnu temples, viz., Rajanarayana and 
Késava, whose traces are not seen to-day. The Buddha temple at Amaravati existed 
in the time of the Kota chief Kéta II ( Ep. Ind. Vol. VI., ք. 148). °A record of Man- 
ma-Kétaraja the grandson of this chief, copied in the Madras Museum also registers 
the gift of a lamp to the temple of Buddha. An inscription of Bayyamamba, perhaps 
wife of Manmakéta, is published in 7026. ք. 1571. 


42. Three records from the Kistna district belong to the Gajapati kings of 
Orissa who, since the closing days of the 
first Vijayanagara dynasty, were trying 
to extend their dominion southward. In Saka 1377, Ganadéva, a-subordinate of 
Kapilésvara-Gajapati (A.D. 1434 to 1469) (Annual Report for 1906, ք. 81, paragraph 
47), was permanently stationed at Kondavidu. The Zakkampiidi record (No._ 148) 
which. is not dated, belongs to his time and registers a grant made by prince Ambi- 
dévaraja. The village Zakkireddipalle (८.८., the modern Zakkampiidi) was granted 
for worship in the temples of Papavinaéadéva and Rudradéva at Bejavada and for the 
maintenance of two feeding houses one of which was for the jangams and the other 
for the Bripanas. The Jangams are the wandering mendicants and priests of the 
Lihgayata creed and the Bripunas are the Brihmanas. It may be noted that these 
two classes do not interdine. No. 156 belongs to the time of Purushottama-Gajapati 
entitled Pahari Harhvira, who succeeded Kapilésvara and reigned from A.D. 1462 
to 1496 (Sewell’s Lists of Antiquities, Vol. II, ք. 188). The Yeniképadu inscription 
(No. 157) noted above in connection with Kulöttuńga-Chöda-Gonka ILI, registers 
the grant of that village to the servants of the temple of Rajanarayana at Bojavada, 
by the chief Komara Hambiradéva-Mahapatra. The record is not dated; but the 
name of this chief or prince is mentioned in the inscriptions of Krishnaraya of the 
16th century A.D. as one of the many generals of the Gajapati king, whom Krish- 
nariya captured alive at Kondavidu. 


43. In Saka 1452, Khara (= A.D. 1530-31), a favourite feudatory of king 
Mahamandu Sahu Sulutinu, named Masanada fli Kutumana-Malka-Odeyalu, con-

. Which he had himself founded close to 
Payyalagallu south of Kondapalli, for the benefit of the forsaken, blind, decrepit and 
lame beggars and dervises and granted the two villages Kavuriru and Kédarabad for 
the maintenance of this feeding house. By Mahamandu Sahu Svlutanu must be meant 
the Bahmani king Muhammad Shah II. in the latter part of whose reign “ sana 
Mulk Governor of Telingans declared his independence at Golkonda ? (Sewell’s Lasts 
of Antiquities, Vol. II, p. 164). In Brigg’s Ferishia has been recorded the fact that 
the Muhammadans took Kondapalli from the Hindus in A.D. 1531. The powerful 
Krishnaraya having now died the Muhammadans evidently found it a convenient 
opportunity to reconquer the fortresses that had been lost to them by the inroads of 
Krishnaréya. No. 153 which is a Persian translation of the above inscription 
(No. 152) from Malkapuram, states that in 931 A.H. (= A.D. 1524-25) Malik Qutb- 
ul-Malk granted villages for the maintenance of the langar.. The difference of date 
(16. 5 years) between the Persian inscription and the Telugu inscription cannot be 
accounted for. It isimportant enough that we have in these two records the mention 
of Qutb-ul-Mulk who under the name Sultan Գալ Qutb Shah subsequently proclaimed 
his independence and became the first ruler of the Qutb Shahi dynasty of Golkonda. 


44. An inscription on a slab near Bodagulo (No. 187) set up on the road from 
Kallikota to Boirani, gives us some further information about this Muhammadan king 
of Golkonda. Jt states that while Mahamandu Kulli Kudupa Nizam 05088 (ùe: 
Muhammad Quli Qutb Shah of Golkonda) was ruling the Andhra country which was

the whole country from here (2.6., Bodagulo) to the Malajanghala mountain on the: 
sea-coast and occupied it. At this time on the lion-throne of the Gajapati kings was: 
ruling, a chief ofthe lunar race of the Salvas, the victorious Narasimha. This 
Singabhipala (2.6. Narasimha) who was born in the very same lunar race to which. 
Bahubaléndra belonged, reigned over the kingdom of Utkala (which included within 
it), the Rajamahéndra, Kalinga and Saurashtra countries. The chief Saha (i.e. Saha 
Sūkaralli Mohana Paritu) mentioned above, founded a tank on the west bank (2) of the 
Langula river flowing by the side of Asika (Aska), in the Saka year 1512, Virddhin 
(=A.D. 1590-1) and called it Singasigara after the Gajapati ruler. The names 
of the Qutb Shahi king Muhammad Quli and of bis friend and feudatory Bahu-. 
baléndra (called Bhaybulander by Ferishta) are known (Annual Report for 1906, 
page 85). The Gajapati kingdom was from A.D. 1559 in the hands ofa Telugu 
family of usurpers of which. Mukundadéva and Bahubaléndra were members. 
Narasimha or Singabhipala mentioned in the Bodagulo record would perhaps be 
another, of the same family. The name of the Saiyad chief, Shah Sukaralli Mohan 
Barid cannot be traced in Ferishta’s account of the Qutb Shahi kings. From No. 237, 
we learn that Alam Shanwa Sahébaru had granted to a certain Hande Crikka- 

; ի Malukapa-Nayaka the village of 

Abdulla Qutb Shah. Handarahālu 3 Dallaridurga-sima as 8 
jighir for Vazirship. The date of the record is Saka 1584 and the Muhammadan 
chief referred to is evidently Alamghyr Padshah, which must be a title or a surname 
of the Qutb Shahi king ’Abdullé Qutb Shah who ruled from A.D.,.1611 to 1672. 
The big mosque at Vinukonda was errected during the reign of this king, by a 
-certain Ali Kizé Khan (No. 531). ; 


In Saka 1615 (= A.D. 1693-94), the dasayis, désakulakarnis and the nadu- 
kulakarnis of Moke-sime gave to Mallik Shih (MallikéSayi) son of Bir Mallik Shah 
permission to build protective bastions (hide) on the hillock near Virapura and 
granted him also some land for doing this service (No. 229). Evidently this was a 
period when the dominion of Bijapur in which Bellary was included was indefinitely 

Other Muhammadan chiefs. ruled either by the Muhammadans or by 
the Marathas according as each came into 

power. No. 214 which records the building of the fort at Hirehalu (Bellary taluk) 

with its bastions and gateway by a certain Sivaji Mallahari Pant in A.D. 1751-52, 

indicates the unsettled state of the country when the building of forts and of hides: 
fur the defence of the country was found necessary. The remains of the fort which 

was built by Mallahari Pant still exists at Hirebalu (Bellary Gazetteer, page 224). 

A certain Abudalu Husénu servant of Abudula-khanu who was a servant of Séka- 

ja-khanu, built a sluice for the tank at Kudaravalli (No. 161). 


45. No. 244 from Nélapalle which is not dated, commemorates the death of a 
At follower of Srikantha son of Mavali-Vana-

vidyadhara alias Pulalammaraiyan, in 8

46. We know so little of the early history of the Velugoti family that practically 
nothing can be said of its members prior 
, to their mention in the records of the 
Vijayanagara king Sadafivaraya. A reference to the warlike Velugoti chiefs occurs, 
however, in a eulogistie poem about Krishnariya, but without mentioning , however 
any particular names. In No. 173 from Mahanandi which” is dated in Saka 1832 
(= A.D. 1410-11), three generations of these chiefs are given: Tipparaju, his ‘father 
Pina-Tipparaju and his father Gangalraju Chenraju entitled Mahamandalésvara, ‘born 
of the matchless Choda race’, ‘lord of the excellent city of Nandyala’, ‘ worshipper of 
the feet of Maha-| Nandiévara i and ‘the hero on the battlé-field of Krottacherla- 
kota (2.e., Kochcherlakota in Palnad)’. These names are not found in the usual 
dynastic list supplied by tradition and are accordingly of historical importance. 
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47. Two records of the 19th centnry A.D. giving the English dates 1886, 
May 6 and 1888, April 13 and describing the extent of land granted, in terms of the 
դ English land measure of acres and cents, 
Teachers of the Pasupata Saiva sect and the come from Peddakodamagundla in the 
Siva-lingas, Palnad taluk of the Guntur district. 
(Nos. 146 and 147). The former quotes 
an earlier inscription of Saka 1435, Srimukha (= A.D. 1513-14) and states that one 
of the ancestors of the donor a certain Mantramirtiguru, had after death actually 
become a Siva-hiiga in the Uttaréévara temple at Peddakodamagundla. The quoted 
record No. 143 also speaks of a teacher of the Paéupata-Saiva sect who had similarly 
become a Siva-lifga in the same temple. Evidently like the present day preceptors 
of Lingayatas in the Kanarese country, these teachers of the Pafupata-Saiva sect, were 
buried in the temple premises with a 7704 fixed over their tombs. In course of 
time these latter came to be worshipped in the same manner as the 88668 which had 
no connection with tombs. An instance 15 supplied by No. 112 which states that a 
chief of Rayadurga granted a village for the worship of the /$vara-sthana of his 
mother, by which is evidently meant the shrine with liga built over her tomb. The 
popular opinion current about the famous Saiva temples of the south, is that they must 
have been directly or indirectly connected with the tombs of some great saints. It 
is not unlikely that the majority of the extant Siva temples are of this nature. 
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Recorded. 


2. The number of inscriptions copied and examined fell from 614 in the year 


1912-13 to 438 in 1913-14. The importance of proceeding with this work with all 
reasonable speed has more than once been emphasized by the Government, and they 
hope that the Assistant Superintendent will ensure that nothing is allowed to 
interfere with its progress. 


3. ‘Ihe proposals of the Assistant Archeological Superintendent in regard to the 
publication of Inscriptions, detailed in paragraph 3 of Part I of the report, are 
approved. The Government trust that the gereral instructions which they have 
recently issued regarding this section of the work will result in a greatly increased 
output. 

4. The programme of work for the next field season is approved. 


5. The Government note with pleasure the valuable assistance kindly given by 
the Honourable Diwan Bahadur L. D. Swamikannu Pillai, as well as that tendered 


by the gentlemen named in paragraphs 9 and 10 of the Assistant Superintendent's 
report. `
